The Sun says of the finish: At the be­ 
ginning of the third round Frazier seemed 
in the best condition, and showed him self 
possessed of wonderful lungs. 
H e rushed 
Dempsey all around the ring. The latter 
worked to get his wind hack, and struggled 
m anfully against the terrific drives con­ 
tinually aimed at liis ribs. At the end or 
the round his breathing was painfully 
labored and things looked had tor hint. In 
the next round Dempsey came back into 
the m iddle of the ring wonderfully re­ 
freshed, w ith an ugly look on this haltered 
face, and everything w;is changed. Around 
he went f r Frazier, as though lie expected 
to finish him up at every blow. Frazier 
fought hack as well as he could, out the 
punishm ent which he got was fearful.

November 21st.—In the 
United States Circuit Court to-day Judge 
Brown decided that Ah Kee, a 'Chinese 
cook, arrested for leaving the vessel and 
coming ashore in violation of the Act of

w ithin thirty days. Judge Brown further 
said that the Act applied to all Chinamen 
who were laborers, w hether naturalized 
citizens of other countries or not.

Bateman, a young m an of 20 years, was 
executed at 1 o'clock to-day for the m urder 
of two young daughters of John McLaugh­ 
lin, on tiie 31st o f August hist. The m ur­ 
derer slept well last night, ate a hearty 
breakfast, appeared cool and unconcerned 
throughout the morning, and laughed and 
chatted w ith those about him . 
H e left a 
letter for publication adm itting the crim e 
and expressing his repentance.

pointed hour he was conducted to a scaf­ 
fold erected in a sort of natural am phithea­ 
ter. about a mile from town. One hundred 
deputy m arshals made a way through tlie 
vast throng for the condemned m an, and 
he walked to the scaffold with an indifferent 
swagger.

N e w P r o cess f o r P r e s e r v in g M e a t . 
Richard Jones, who has for many years 
devoted his attention to tiie preservation 
of meat, has now adopted a new process. 
Tlie principle consists in the injection of a 
fluid preparation of boracic acid into the 
hlooil of the anim al, im m ediately after it 
lias been stunned, and before its heart has 
ceased to h e a t; the whole operation, in­ 
cluding the removal of the blood and 
chemical fluid from th e body of the ani­ 
mal. only taking a few minutes. 
The 
quantity of boracic acid used is very small, 
and that little is almost- im m ediately drawn 
out again with the blood. 
The preserva­ 
tion of the flesh is said to he thoroughly 
effected ; the quantity of tlie chemical left 
in the flesh must therefore he very small, 
and can scarcely lie injurious to the human 
system ; for, as Professor Barff has proved 
by experim ent, Jiving animals, either of 
the hum an or other species, do not seem to 
he injured in any way by the consumption 
of it. 
A demonstration of tlie effects of 
the process was given in A pril at the Adel- 
plii H otel, London, when the joints cut 
from a sheep th at had been hanging for 
more than seven weeks at the house of tlie 
Society-of Arts were cooked in various 
ways, and those present agreed that the 
meat was equal to ordinary butchers’meat. 


To S t a in a F l o o r .—A correspondent 
wishes to know how she can stain the floor 
of her dining-room. 
The following direc­ 
tions were published some tim e ago in a 
journal which is authority on such sub­ 
jects : Dissolve equal parts of manganate 
of soda and crystallized Epsom salts in 
tw enty to th irty times tlie amount ofw ater, 
at about 144° Fahrenheit, and brush the 
planed wood with the solution. 
The les» 
water employed tlie darker the stain,.and 
the hotter the solution the deeper it will 
penetrate. 
It may he used boiling hot. If 
the stain is not dark enough, a second ap­ 
plication of a less concentrated solution 
should lie made. 
A fter it is perfectly dry it 
should be varnished with an entirely color­ 
less oil varnish. 
If the stain is put on a ta 
boiling tem peratm e, it penetrates so deeply 
that it does not soon require a fresh appli­ 
cation.

HOW OUIt FRUITS AUK REGARDED 
IN ENGLAND. 


A C o r r e s p o n d e n t's E n th u s ia s m O ver 
O u r N a tu r a l S c e n e r y a n d 
G en e r a l R e s o u r c e s . 


A correspondent writing to the London 
(England) Krchanrje and Mart., speaks as 
follows concerning California’s fruits, re­ 
sources and natural scenery and advantages: 
One hears a great deal about F lorida as an 
orange-growing country, hut comparatively 
little has been written in favor of southern 
California, although this salubrious and 
beautiful region would seem to offer un­ 
rivaled advantages to Europeans. 
An 
Englishman returned from a settlement 
near Los Angeles, which is approached by 
rail from San Francisco, describes the glow­ 
ing beauty of the scenery, the fragrant 
groves of orange and lemon, the wild fig, 
guava, pomegranate, the almond and olive 
delicate feathery palms and Italian cy­ 
presses give charm to the native scenery 
the eucalyptus, and other superb trees, 
amongst them the gigantic madrona, aflord 
an almost endless diversity of foliage. 
There arc many flowering shrubs, such as 
California lilac, calycanthus (the blossoms 
of which arc dark red), the dogwood and 
profusion of wild roses. 


T H E C L IM A T E IS P E L IG IIT I'U I.L Y 
Exhilarating, dry and equable, so that it 
is peculiarly adapted for any person liable 
to a flections of the chest or throat. The 
winters are withoutsevere’frosts; the brill 
iant sunshine and pleasantly refreshing 
breezes transform this season into an In 
dian summer; even bathing is enjoyable in 
December. 
The summer heats are by no 
means oppressive. 
The rainy season com­ 
mences in November, and terminates in 
April at latest. 
The rainfalls usually oe 
cur at night. 
A few hours after the road 
ways are firm and dry, and, on the whole 
the proportion of fine clear days, even dur­ 
ing the wet season, is larger than in any 
other part of the United States. 
The 
sapphire of the Pacific rivals the azure of 
the cloudless skies; indeed, the South Cal 
ifornia seaside resorts are among 
the 
healthiest and most lovely in the universe. 
The beaches are sandy, free from shingle, 
and abound with delicate sea mosses, agates 
and beautiful shells. 
FISII AND GAME. 
Living, also, is very moderate. 
A good 
shot oran ordinarily skillful angler can tak 
all the game or fish he may require. There 
are capital salmon, trout, smelt, flounders, 
mackerel and other excellent fish. 
Game 
is plentiful, and comprises 
snipe—the 
shooting of which commences in Septem­ 
ber or October—curlew, quails, reed birds, 
etc. 
The sportsman can find in the adja­ 
cent mountains hares, rabbits, deer, moun­ 
tain sheep, and occasionally, if ambitious, 
lie may track bears. 
Snipe-shooting is 
considered excellent, but it is after rain 
falls that tlic sportsman makes the hear- 
iest bags. 
He should remember to “ shoot 
down the wind,” as the snipe fiy against it 
— unless, indeed, it blows a hurricane. 
The delicacy of canvas-back duck—so es­ 
pecially prized in America-—is readily ob­ 
tainable in California. 
A ll through the 
winter the eye is charmed by the fresh 
verdure of the mountains and woods, 
amongst which are blossoming shrubs and 
wild flowers, and roses in perpetual bloom. 
A ny man possessing a moderate capital and 
desirous of increasing his income in an 
agreeable manner, could hardly do better 
than emigrate and turn his 
ATTENTION TO FRUIT-GROWING 
In this delightful region. 
W e read of 
lemons realizing $30 per 1,000 in the mar­ 
kets at San Francisco. The orange trees 
soon attain a hearing stage—that is, within 
a few years—and the fruit returns are ex­ 
ceptionally large. 
It lias been stated that 
an orchard of ten acres is expected to yield 
an annual profit of £2,000, and it is said 
that one mail can look after a plantation 
of twenty acres. 
Ily a simple but effective 
process of budding and grafting, fruit- 
bearing trees may be obtained in two sea­ 
sons, and by adopting the novel French 
system of plant vaccination, even earlier 
crops may lie produced. 
It is agreeable to 
reflect on the great longevity attained bv 
orange trees, 
There are many instances of 
centenarian patriarchs amongst them. Some 
of those at Hampton Court are stated to l>e 
at least 300 years old, and for many years 
the greater their maturity the more abun­ 
dant their bearing qualities. A single tree 
has been known to yield more than 3,000 
oranges in a season. 
California 
ABOUNDS IN NATURAL MARVELS. 
Horace Greeley, who had seen m o t of 
the wonders of the universe, including 
Home from the dome of St. Peter’s, the 
Alps from Lake Como, Mont Blanc, and 
the glaciers, Niagara, and the Yosemite 
valley, unhesitatingly awarded the palm 
to the bust, as the most truly marvelous. 
This valley of wonders is 4,000 feet above 
the level of the sea; it is about six miles 
in length and one in width, distant, in an 
easterly direction, 150 miles front San 
Francisco, and was for many years only 
known and inhabited by hostile tribes of 
warlike Indians. 
The huge rock standing 
cm the left of the entrance to the valley 
(E l Capitan), towers 3,000 feet above it, 
and from one of its clefts gushes the lovely 
Ribbon Falls, or Virgin’s Tears. 
On the 
right hand are the Bridal Veil Falls, ]>oct- 
ically termed by the Indians “ Spirit of 
the Evil Wind,” which fall over the 
Cathedral Bock, 1)00 feet into the valley 
beneath, in two broken descents ; the foam 
is blown about by the wind, and thrown 
back by the relsmnd until the base of the 
fall is hidden. 
The sun shining through 
the lovely spray forms innumerable rain- 
liows of prismatic brilliancy, and trans­ 
forms the whole into a tout ensemble of 
fairylike, striking, and marvelous lieauly. 
The valley has many other attractions for 
the lover of stupendous scenery, too numer­ 
ous to specify in the present article— lofty 
mountains, clear lakes, dashing cascades 
and rapids, rivers and sierras. 


TIIE GEYSERS, 
so much has lately been heard, 
100 miles from San Francisco,

THE CALIFORNIAN MOUNTAINS 
Are lofty and picturesque. 
Mount Shasta, 
an extinct volcano, on the north of Sacra­ 
mento valley, is 14,444 feet high. Its sum­ 
mit is crowned by eternal snows; it has 
two glaciers, from one of which flows a 
large stream of turliid water, caused by 
¡ediment from the lava. 
This mountain 
an be seen from the plains 126 miles dis­ 
tant. 
The McCloud river rises from the 
snows of Mount Shasta; its course flow- 
more than 100 miles. 
It is well stocked 
with salmon, several varieties of trout, and 
ither kinds of fish. 
Lake Tahoe, 25 miles 
in length, 14 in width, having a degth of 
1,700 feet, and an altitude of 6,216 feet, is 
surrounded by lofty mountains, in which 
are grizzly, cinnamon and black bears 
There is a peculiarity about the waters of 
this vast lake— the bodies of any persons 
who may he accidentally drowned therein 
are never recovered; it is supposed that 
the under currents of water are so petrify- 
inglv cold that the bodies do not decom­ 
pose, and thus no gases are generated to 
cause them to rise to the surface. 
Then 
there is the Donner, three miles in length ; 
the Clear Lake, the Blue Lakes (three in 
number, 2,500 feet above the sea, and over­ 
looked by mountains, 5,000 feet in liight), 
besides many other lovely sheets of water, 
including a glacier lake-1—the Tenaya—a 
mile wide, and about half that length. 
This is abundantly stocked with fine fish..

THE SACRAMENTO RIVER, 
One of the largest navigable streams, on 
the east bank of which is the city of that 
name, yielded, in the year 1881, a catch of 
alxmt Í5,000,000 salmon. 
Mount Diablo, 
on the coast range, a landmark in central 
California, is only 28 miles from San Fran­ 
cisco, and from its summit the spectator 
obtains a good view of that busy city, 
of the shining dome of the Sacramento 
State Capitol, and of more than thirty 
towns and hamlets. 
At the foot of this 
mountain are valuable collieries, one of 
which, the Black Diamond vein, has been 
worked for upwards of twenty years. 
The 
yield of coal in this district, in 1881, was 
’97,000 tons. 
Mount St. Helena is 4,343 
feet in bight, and Mount Hamilton 4,440 
feet. 
Besides these, there are many others 
of almost equal bight, amongst them the 
Santa Cruz and Mount Gabriel. 
W e read 
that on the slopes of the latter there are 
several thousand acres of highly cultivated 
land, diversified by orange and lemon 
groves, and productive vineyards. 
Much 
more might be written concerning this 
wonderful country, the more prominent 
natural features of which we have lirielli 
indicated, whilst endeavoring to draw at 
tention to the almost unequaled advan­ 
tages and attractions offered by southern 
California as a fruit-growing region to the 
intending colonist. 


T he E g y p tian C lim ate. 
The further one journeys up the N ile 
the more one appreciates the delightful 
dryness of the Egyptian climate, writes a 
correspondent of the London Standard. 
Traveling across arid wastes one would 
soon begin to long for the mists and rains 
of England, but Itere there is always a belt 
of verdure to charm the eye, and, though 
the desert comes at places quite down to 
the river hank, in others is only separated 
from it by cliffs of hare, rugged sandstone, 
granite or basaltic rocks, signs of fertility 
never wholly disappear, while a total 
absence of humidity in the air makes it 
invigorating even in the hottest hours of 
afternoon. 
We slept last night within the 
tropic of Cancer. 
A brisk north breeze 
kept the atmosphere deliciously cool till 
sunrise, and though the temperature rose 
at midday to nearly ninety in the shade, 
there has been no feeling of lassitude as 
there would have been in moister climates. 
The result of this is that troops show so 
far no indication of suffering from heat, 
whether afloat in barges or encamped on 
siiore. 
Unlike the natives of most tropi­ 
cal countries, Nubians are not given to 
idleness. 
They go on laboring with zeal­ 
ous industry when vertical rays of sun­ 
shine are striking full upon them, just as 
they do in the white light of morning and 
the dusk of evening. 
W ithout this inces­ 
sant 
toil the narrow strip of fruitful 
country, 
at places 
not 
more than 
a 
few yards wide, 
could not support the 
dense 
riverside 
population. 
Villages 
are 
set 
so close 
together 
that 
they 
seem 
like one 
long straggling street 
broken by patches of cultivation. 
Every 
yard of ground upon which anything will 
grow is made the most of, and no land is 
wasted by having to bear úseles vegetation. 
The mimosa nilotica, that fringes the hanks 
with its green foliage and crown of golden 
blossoms, would be welcome enough one 
would think if only for the shade it easts; 
but it serves more purposes than this. 
From its branches exudes gum arabio, its 
pods arc exported for tanning, and its wood 
is burnt for charcoal. From tamarisk trees 
the natives extract manna. 
Date palms of 
the graceful Ibremee species arc valued for 
the superior fruit they bear, and where 
neither of these things grow there are 
rows of dull green castor oil plants, with 
broad, fig-like leaves and pale purple ber­ 
ries, or hedges of henna, wherewith Arab 
ladies delight to beautify their hands and 
nails. 
W alking along the banks where 
this shrub flourishes, its aromatic odors, 
like the mingled perfume of peach and 
meadow 
sweet, are almost 
oppressive. 
With all this luxuriance of vegetation in 
the 
narrow 
limits assigned 
to 
it 
there is a marked alísente of animal life, 
except insects. 
The myriads of flies appa­ 
rently make it the business of their lives 
to atone for the lack of more formidable 
beasts, and they certainly do it very effect­ 
ual ly, leaving one not a moment in peace 
from sunrise to sunset. 
As we neared Ko- 
rosko, however, small birds began to reap- 
|iear in flocks, and, flitting among the 
acacia branches, sent the blossoms down in 
golden showers.

more than 300 feet and a circumference of 
alxv.it 90 feet. 
These patriarchs arc stated 
to be about 4,000 years old. 
From the 
“ Resources of California,” by Ilittell, we 
learn that “ in 1853 one of the largest 
trees, 92 feet in circumference and over 300 
feet high, was cut down. Five men worked 
twenty-five days in felling it, using large 
augers. 
The stump of this tree has been 
smoothed off, and now easily accommo­ 
dates thirty-two dancers.

formances have been held upon it, and in 
1858 a newspaper—the 11 iy Tree Bulletin— 
was printed there. 
Near the stump lies a

G r a y E a g l e B a r , November 15,1884. 
W ell, here I am, arrived on the evening 
of the 4th (election day), and after the 
railroad, stage and horseback experience 
getting here, I think a more tired or worn- 
out individual could not be found in these 
parts. 
However, I am now sufficiently re­ 
covered as to be able to write, and if 
agreeable shall endeavor to concentrate my 
ideas, and give you a partial account of my 
trip hither, and also of this section of the 
country, as it appears to me after an ab­ 
sence of eighteen years. 
After bidding my Sacramento friends 
good by. 
I Ixiarded the afternoon train, 
and was soon whirling through a magnifi­ 
cent piece of country, dotted here and there 
with little flourishing towns, seemingly, 
and presenting a picture delightful to be­ 
hold. 
A short ride brings me to Auburn 
station ; we stay but a moment; I alight 
from the car, make a hurried survey of the 
place, ask a few questions, hoard the train 
and again am on my way rejoicing. 
Regarding Auburn, I derived the follow­ 
ing : That it is the county*seat of Placer 
county;

within the past

pleasantly located among the foothills ; full 
of life and bustle—very much so lor a 
country town; possessi ng a climate second 
to no other place in this lovely State of the 
Golden West, is becoming quite a resort 
for invalids, and those who suffer from 
throat or lung trouble thrive there like an 
evergreen.

WELL CLIMATED, WELL FED AND HAPPY. 
An hour’s ride and I find myself at Col­ 
fax, which, by the way, is the end of mv 
railroad journey. 
1 find a perceptible 
change in the climate here, so I don my 
great coat. 
Colfax, as styled in railroad 
parlance, is a transfer station, as connec­ 
tions are made here with the Nevada and 
Grass Valley Narrow-gauge Railroad, and 
with the various stage lines running north 
and east. 
It was my intention to continue 
mv jouraev by stage and thereby avoid 
staving over night at Colfax, but in this 1 
was doomed to disappointment, as on the 
previous day the stage companies began 
running their stages on winter schedule, 
and left Colfax at 10 o’clock in the morn­ 
ing instead of leaving in the afternoon, as 
heretofore. 
On learning the above infor­ 
mation, and being satisfied in my own mind 
that siuh was the case, 1 saw no other 
alternative than to make arrangements 
for staying all night. 
I no sooner finished 
registering my name at the hotel when 
who should 1 meet but my frient 
Mahan, alias McCarty, who, by the way, 
an old pioneer, having arrived at ¡San 
Francisco on the 12th day of July, 1849. 
H e is well known throughout the Htate, 
especially in the northern part. 
1 believe 
he devotes a greater portion of bis time 
looking after the interests of the Central 
Pacific Company in this quarter. 
From 
him I gleam the following: That Colfax is, 
for its size, a live, go-ahead place, situated, 
you might say, at the very base of the 
¡Sierras. Iler people are of the industrious, 
pushing kind, very sociable and hospitable; 
that there lues been more clearing of land 
done in and around this neighborhood dur­ 
ing the past two years than in any time 
since her first settlement; that there is 
yet plenty of good land left, both Govern­ 
ment and railroad, open for location, and 
any one who w ill go there prepared to 
clear the land and wrestle with those ob­ 
stacles which usually fall to the lot of the 
first settler, can in a few years make him­ 
self 
and 
family a 
comfortable home 
and that prosperity will smile upon him. 
It was while here that I had a little expe­ 
rience with a dog, and you will kindly 
excuse the following few lines, though it 
Ik- a slight departure from the subject. Do 
not for a moment understand me as casting 
any insinuations upon the dog, oh, no; 
only 1 think lie made himself a little too 
free considering 1 was a stranger, and then, 
again, such affection tendered so suddenly 
and lavishly has a tendency to destroy 
one’s finer sentiments. 
I wish I could 
understand why it is some people will per­ 
sist in keeping such a dog in their neigh­ 
borhood. 
If they would only keep that 
species of dog chained, or their gates dog- 
proof, it would not be so bad, and then 
when strangers were visiting their town 
they would not be half scared to death at 
seeing a 
MONSTER DART FROM A GATEWAY 
And come tearing toward them like a hur­ 
ricane, eyes flashing fire, mouth wide open, 
every movement of the beast indicating 
destruction. 
If so m e people will take the 
hint. *It may be pleasant amusement for 
those accustomed to it, hut I think the 
majority of strangers would rather be ex­ 
cused front cultivating the acquaintance of 
a blood-thirsty wretch that would as soon 
eat one as wink. 
At 10 o’clock .-.harp next morning I was 
comfortably seated in the stage, and in less 
time than it takes me to tell you 1 found 
nivsclf leaving the pleasant valley and 
gradually winding my way up the moun­ 
tain’s side. The air as I ascended became 
piercing, and in some places the blasts 
sweeping down the sides of the mountain 
made me shiver. 
The road over which 1 
traveled was completed last June, and is in 
prime condition, the scenery magnificent. 
I enjoyed the ride much, and was sorry 
that the end came so soon. 
At half-past 
12 1 am in Forest H ill. 
Ah, that name! 
What a pleasant reminder of days gone by 
—those happy, happy days, as passed in 
the company of my sisters and brother, 
school-fellows and playmates. 
When I contemplate the many changes 
—aye, and changes which have taken place 
in that dear old town of my boyhood dur­ 
ing my long absence— a deeper and differ­ 
ent feeling comes over me— a feeling I can­ 
not describe and to myself do justice. 
I 
met with many friends, who gave me 
kindly greeting and a hearty welcom e; 
but of those who were my playmates and 
sehool-chums but two remain in this sec­ 
tion, and it is with them I am rusticating. 
Caring to reach my journey’s end as soon 
as possible, my stay at the H ill was of 
short duration. 
My friend, who had lx-en 
waiting for me, ordered the horses saddled 
and we mounted and were off. 
Thirty 
minutes later and we were descending the 
mountain side. 
Gur advancement was 
slow, and were 1 at all troubled with gid 
dtness it would be out of the question for 
me to attempt this part of my journey, the 
trail along the mountain-side Ix-ing at 
times so narrow and so steep that it seemed 
every step our animals made would pre­ 
cipitate us 
HEADLONG HUNDREDS OF FEET BELOW 
As we were picking our way cautiously, 
wo turned an angle of the mountain sud­ 
denly, and came in sight of the American 
river, with its picturesque scenery, which 
was something grand to behold, and which 
was made all the more beautiful by the 
highly rarified atmosphere of these upper 
regions, lending to remote objects a brill­ 
iancy of coloring 
and 
distinctiveness 
which seemed to annihilate distance. 
The 
scene from here more than repaid us for 
our toil and trouble the previous hours. 
At last we are at the lxittom of the moun­ 
tain, cross the American, and find ourselves 
on Gray Eagle Bar. 
A few minutes’ ride 
and we are, for the time being, at least, at 
our journey’s end. 
We dismounted, and 
for the first time in eighteen years I was 
in the home of my two young friends, pre­ 
viously spoken of. 
Their father, Thomas 
McCall, is an old resident of these parts, 
having arrives! here in the early part of 
1853, and in all those years has made this 
hat his permanent residence; is widely 
known and much respected; is kind and 
hospitable in the extreme, follows mining 
for a livelihood, and has been working the 
{ same mine for thirty years; a record in it- 


a bar nor turn along the river for miles up 
and d.own but what I was well acquainted 
with. 
Times were lively here in those 
days. 
It was ounces that were talked of 
then, not dollars and cents as now. 
But, 
alas, to-day, how changed! 
Hardly a ves­ 
tige remains by which 1 can identify the 
place. 
The places of my youth are no 
more. 
W hen I see where stood those once 
thriving camps, ave, towns, where the 
waters of the river have risen and retired, 
leaving a broad and desolate margin, and 
see the desolation that spreads over this 
once thriving section; when 1 can meet 
but two or three of the old familiar faces 
of the 
HUNDREDS OF BRAVE GOOD FELLOWS 
That were here ; 
when I return to the 
home of my childhood, and find the place 
either mined away or almost a tangled 
wilderness of shrubs, etc., I ask you, what 
then must be my emotions? 
Even the 
very hillside, where in company with.my 
sister and our playmates we gathered the 
wild flower and the berry, are mined 
away. 
Surely I could find no spot better 
suited to awaken meditation on the past: 
none where, as I sit under tlxe stately 
pines or oaks, gray with the moss of ages, 
1 can so fitly ponder on the sad and many 
changes. 
Yet even with all those changes, 
I must confess that I am possessed of the 
same feelings as was Samuel Woodworth 
when he w rote: 
How dear to this heart are the scenes of my 
childhood: 
When fond recollection presents them to view ; 
The orchard, the meadow, the deep tangled 
wild-wood. 
And every loved spot which, my infancy knew.

BRIEF REVIEW OF THE PRESENT 
SITUATION. 


FOREHEADS AND EYEBKOWS. 


T h e W h e a t C rop a n d I ts C o m p a r a ­ 
t iv e V a lu e —D iv e r s ifie d S u g ­ 
g e s tio n s fo r A d o p tio n . 


H ow to R e ad th e C h a ra c te r by A id o f 
T hem . 
Foreheads may be divided into three 
classes—the retreating, the perpendicular 
and the projecting. 
A very retreating 
forehead, which is at the same time low 
and shallow, shows lack of intellect, but a 
slightly retreating forehead, or what ap­ 
pears to be a retreating forehead front the 
fullness of the forms over the eye, indicates 
imagination, susceptibility, wit and humor.- 
The German poet Goethe had this shaped 
forehead, and we see this form of brow in 
all the antique statues of Apollo. 
A very 
projecting forehead—one which dominates 
the whole face— is generally the forehead 
of a person of a slow if not of a dull intel 
led. 
A 
perpendicular 
forehead, well 
rounded at the temples, rather high than 
low, and having straight, well-defined eye­ 
brows, shows solid powers of the under­ 
standing, love of study and power of con­ 
centrating the attention, hut it is not the 
forehead of the poet, painter or musician. 
Arched foreheads, somewhat low, but 
full at the temples, with long, sweeping 
and mobile eyebrows, appear properly to 
be feminine, since they show sweetness 
and sensitiveness of nature. 
A woman 
with this sort of a forehead, unless her lips 
were thin, could never he a shrew. 
Square foreheads, with broad, angular 
temples, with fine, well defined eyebrows, 
show circumspection, resolution and con­ 
stancy. 
A bine vein, in the form of the 
letter v, in an open, smooth and somewhat 
low forehead, shows a poetic, ardent and 
sensitive nature. 
Perpendicular wrinkles, those between 
. , the eyes, are natural to the forehead 
Dennis i (vi-herc they are sometimes seen in ex­ 
treme youth). 
When much accentuated 
they show application and thought, habits 
of concentration; we invariably knit the 
brow when we wish to grasp a subject. 
These perpendicular wrinkles on the fore­ 
head arc, however, often the traces of 
habitual indulgence in anger; therefore, to 
be sure of the indication, one should have 
to consider the temperament. 
Foreheads not altogether projecting, but 
having angular and knotty protuberances 
upon them, denote vigor of mind and 
harsh and oppressive activity and perse­ 
verance. 
To be in exact projiortion the 
forehead should be the same length as the 
nose. 
In Greek art, however, it is gener­ 
ally shorter, which gives softness and ele­ 
gance to the face. 
High, narrow and wholly unwrinkled 
foreheads, over which the skin seems tight­ 
ly drawn, are indicative of weakness of the 
will power, want of imagination, and very 
little susceptibility. 
They are the fore­ 
heads of the narrow-minded, commonplace 
persons. 
Horizontal wrinkles across the forehead, 
especially if broken in the middle, show 
an anxious and somewhat fretful nature, 
if the lips are thin and drooping. 
These 
lines are, however, often the result of con­ 
tinued cares and sorrows. 
They are often 
traced by the vexations of domestic life, 
lienee they are more commonly seen on the 
face of women than men, to whom the per­ 
pendicular wrinkles are more common. 
The eyebrows have so much to do with 
the indications given by the brow tlxat it 
will he well to speak of them in this arti­ 
cle. 
When the cyebows are far from each 
other at their starting point between the 
eyes they denote warmth, frankness and 
impulse— a generous and unsuspicious na­ 
ture. 
Eyebrows 
somewhat higher at their 
starting point, and which pass in a long 
sweeping line over the eyes, drooping 
slightly downward at their termination, 
show artistic feeling and great sense of 
beauty in form. 
The Empress Eugenie’s 
eyebrows arc of this form, which gives a 
sweet and wistful expression to the face, 
and which some old writers have asserted 
to be the sign of a violent death. 
Eyebrows lying very close to the eyes, 
forming one direct, clear line on strongly- 
delined eyebones having the same form, 
show strength of will and extreme deter­ 
mination of character. 
This sort of eye­ 
brow appears on the bust of Nero; but 
then its indications of determination are 
deepened into cruelty by the massive jaw 
and the development of the cheek-bone by 
the ear. 
Eyebrows that are straight at their com­ 
mencement and are gently arched as they 
reach the temples show a pleasant combi­ 
nation of firmness of purpose and tender­ 
ness of heart. 
Eyebrows that are very 
much raised at their termination, so as to 
leave much space between them and tlie 
corners of the eyes, denote a person who 
is totally deficient in the science of figures, 
while eyebrows which lie close to the eye 
at their termination show mathematical 
talents. 
Eyebrows lighter than the hair show a 
weakness and indecision. 
Eyebrows much 
darker than the hair denote an ardent and 
passionate, hut somewhat inconstant, tem­ 
perament. 
Eyebrows the same color as 
tiie hair show firmness, resolution and con­ 
stancy. 
When the eyebrows are formed of short 
hairs, all lying closely together and lean­ 
ing one way, it is a very decisive sign of a 
firm mind and good, unerring perceptions. 
Eyebrows that !>end downward close to the 
eyes, so as almost to meet the eyelashes 
when they are raised, denote tenderness 
and melancholy. 
The beautiful statue of 
Antinous lias this form of eyebrow. 
An­ 
gular, strong and sharply-interrupted eye­ 
brows close to t lie eyes, always show fire 
and productive activity. 
I 
have never 
seen a profound thinker with weakly- 
marked eyebrows, or eyebrows placed very 
high on the forehead. 


Now that the Presidential election is 
oYer, attention will again be turned to do­ 
mestic affairs, and the State will proceed 
in the work of developing its as yet un­ 
measured and unknown resources. 
The 
many weeks which have been occupied, to 
a very unusual degree, in political discus­ 
sion, will be followed by closer attention of 
farmer and horticulturist to their individ­ 
ual work, and with better application and 
success, by reason of the temporary diver­ 
sion. 
The extreme “ dull times ” in com­ 
mercial circles, which usually accompany 
the Presidential contests, have been pres­ 
ent this year to a full measure, but not a 
largo number of failures have resulted. 
The great wheat crop of the year is still 
largely in the warehouses, by reason of the 
low prices, and this fact makes money less 
plentiful throughout the State, and yet 
there is no especial stringency. 
The fact 
is, the large and unexpected yield of the 
cereals has made up in value the returns 
which the farmer expected from a higher 
price per cental. 
There are probably but 
few grain-growers in the State who have 
not received as much for their grain,, if 
they have already sold, or who could not 
at present prices, as they would have ob­ 
tained in ordinary seasons, but it is hard 
for the producer, when once a larger num­ 
ber of bushels arc in the sacks, to feel that 
they can take for the greater quantity only 
the number of dollars usually received 
for 
a 
less number of centals. 
It is 
true that it has cost more to harvest and 
thrash the larger yield, hut this additional 
cost is soon covered in the greater number 
of centals, even at low prices, and taking 
both factors of the situation together, the 
lower prices and larger yield, the return 
for the year’s wheat crop, even if sold at 
present rates, would fully equal those of 
former seasons, and leave no reason for the 
California farmer not to join most heartily 
in the approaching day set apart for gen­ 
eral thanksgiving.

to the Rural Press, it is well to investigate 
the different varieties of fruits in the mar­ 
ket and select the best for all purposes, for 
raising fruit for market is somewhat sim­ 
ilar to stock raising, it costs no more to 
raise a good article titan it does a poor one. 
In planting trees, soil and climate must be 
taken into consideration. 
Heavy, wet 
soils should be thoroughly underdrained. 
Apples and pears do well on such soils; 
cherries, peaches and plums need a dry 
loam. As to varieties, I would recommend 
for this location : Cherries— Koekport, Gov. 
Wood, Tartarian and Napoleon Blgarreau. 
Plums—Coe’s Golden Drop, Washington, 
Yellow Egg, Columbus and Gross prune. 
The Petite prune docs well in some locali­ 
ties. 
Of peaches, Crawford Early is the 
best for all purposes. 
White Imperial, 
Lemon Cling, and Large Early York are 
good varities and do well in protected 
localities. 
Of pears, Bartlett takes the 
lead for all purposes. 
Summer apples 
are the best around Petaluma. 
1 would 
recommend 
the

Astrachan, Gra- 
venstein, 
Alexander, 
Holland 
Pip­ 
pin, 
whilel farther 
hack 
the 
Yellow 
XeW.town Pippin, Baldwin, Bell Flower, 
Riiode Island Greening, Niekajaek and a 
few other varieties special to bx'alities. 
Apricots do not do well here as a rule; 
Large Early and Shipley are tiie best. 
Blackberries arc too extensively planted 
now to be profitable for a year or two yet 
to come. 
Cattle in tbis country are all in fine 
condition this year by reason of the good 
feed afforded all summer, from the fre­ 
quent rains to improve the ranges. 
They 
are not as numerous as a year ago, how­ 
ever, and average in price from $30 to $35, 
some realizing over $40 and others sold 
for $30 or probably less. 
Since the ad­ 
vance in tin* prices of beef cattle, greater 
interest is taken, and about next year 
there will be numerous young stock ready 
to replenish the market. 
The close prox­ 
imity ol railroads, will also improve the 
cattle business in this country. 
All the 
mountains and foothill sections heretofore 
unoccupied, are now being brought into 
use as ranges for stock, even high up on 
tiie sides of Mount Fhasta, as far as grass 
grows. 
If the railroad terminus is to re­ 
main permanently at 
Delta a packing 
establishment could be built there to sup­ 
ply the San Francisco market with beef, 
mutton, pork, veal, etc., which may prove 
more advantageous than shipping beef on 
foot from that point.— [Yreka Journal. 
Among the many who have wearied of 
the single-crop system of farming in the 
big wheat ecunties and have settled in our 
beautiful valley to engage in more profit­ 
able and progessive agriculture, is I. N. 
Stretch. 
1 lis splendid farm is located near 
the county road, six or seven miles from 
Napa. 
H e testifies that there is more to 
be made off of one acre of Napa valley 
fruit land than a whole quarter section of 
wheat land. 
“ Indeed,” says lie, “ the 
more acres a man has in wheat, when the 
bottom of the market has fallen out, the 
poorer he is.” 
We have seen magnificent 
specimen hunches of grapes from his vine­ 
yard. 
To his friends over in San .Joaquin 
lie has to say that their only salvation is 
to commence the culture of fruit.— [Napa 
Register. 
The open meadows that lie below the 
deep snow line on the Sierras, says the 
Merced Star, are becoming valuable prop­ 
erty. 
Hay from sown barley, or the native 
grasses, can be made successfully,and there 
is a heavier growth [ter acre than on the 
plains. 
Potatoes that will keep all winter, 
and all kinds of hardy vegetables are raised 
plentifully 
in 
the 
mountain 
gardens. 
Pears, apples, plums and gooseberries grow 
there to perfection. Hitherto these regions 
have only been used for summer sheep and 
cattle ranges, but settlers are making per­ 
manent homes there now. 
W ith reason­ 
able provisions for tiie mountain winter, 
stock and poultry thrive and multiply, and 
constitute the material resources of many 
small independent, healthy and prosperous 
farms. 
The celebrated Jersey cow, Ida of St. 
Lambert, the property of Yalancey E. 
Fuller, of Hamilton, Ont., has made the 
unprecedented record of a yield of 30 
pounds 2 ounces of butter in seven days. 
The test was official and maybe considered 
reliable. 
This remarkable cow was bred 
by R. II. Stephens, of St. Lambert, and 
was dropped February 18, 1882, got by 
Stoke Pegis 3d, out of Kathleen of St. 
Lambert 5122 by Lord Lisgar 1066. 
It 
would be interesting to know the cost of 
the care and keeping of this animal imme­ 
diately before and during the period cov­ 
ering the test. 
Also, what would be the 
effects of this course, were it continued, on 
the general health, vigor and usefulness of 
the cow.— [Prairie Farmer. 
In the line of our remarks given above, 
the Tulare Register says: 
From what we 
see and know by personal observation, we 
think this has been a very successful year to 
farmers in general, although the expecta­ 
tion once entertained lias not been real­ 
ized. 
Many farmers have paid off'old and 
outstanding debts, squared accounts with 
merchants, added a new supply to their 
stock of implements, increased their num­ 
ber and value of their live stock, put up 
new outbuildings for shelter of stock, grain, 
hay and implements, and quite a number 
of new houses have sprung into existence. 
Yes, let us have more such years as the 
past. 
A careful naturalist has been study­ 
ing the conditions under which the epi­ 
demic potato rot, caused by a minute fun­ 
gus vegetation known as the Perenospora 
infeetiui, makes its ravages, and finds that 
the presence of an excess of nitric acid in 
the soil and atmosphere is always an ac-' 
companiuient of the blight. 
A ll fungi, as 
is known, consume large quantities of nitro­ 
gen, so, whether the presence of the acid 


| causes or merely accelerates the disaster to 
i the crop, is a question to be settled by fu­ 
I ture observation. 
I 
The Pomona Times says that in that 
flourishing settlement during the past year 
there have lieen planted in fruit trees 
1,345 acres, 828 acres of grapevines, be­ 
sides 112,000 eucalyptus, cypress andother 
ornamental trees. 
Also it appears that 
12,640 acres of wild land were brought 
under cultivation in and around that place. 
That would indicate, at 75 trees to the 
acre for fruit trees, the setting out of 
100,000 trees, or 212,001) of fruit, forest 
and ornamental trees and 600,000 vines. 
In April. 1883, Napoleon Yiau planted 
some grape cuttings in his Freino vine­ 
yard. 
Last Wednesday he brought us 
samples of raisins raised on these vines, 
that, for size and flavor, cannot lie excelled. 
The growth of these vines has certainly 
been phenomenal, anil if any of our viti­ 
culturists know of a parallel case, we 
should lie glad to hear from them.— [Dixon 
Tribune. 
For those farmers who grow beans and 
have no sheep, it may be important to 
know, that after a little use of them, cows 
become very fond of bean-stalks, and will 
eat them in preference to good hay. 
Ref­ 
use beans may be boiled and fed to fatten­ 
ing hogs, mixing at first with other grains 
until the animals become used to the new 
diet. 
Rocky forest land had better be kept in 
woods until the rest of the farm is in the 
highest possible state of cultivation. There 
are millions of acres of poor land partly 
cultivated that ought never to have been 
cleared off 
But when farmers have such 
land, sheep will make it valuable if any­ 
thing can. 
The fine dust from much-traveled roads 
has considerable 
manuring 
properties. 
Some farmers have used it as a divisor to 
more evenly distribute phosphate in drill­ 
ing grain. 
It is excellent to cover In n 
droppings, as it absorbs the ammonia which 
would otherwise escape. 
Whenever a farmer gets a labor-saving 
implement for himself, let him think if 
something to save his wife from kitchen 
labor cannot also lie secured. 
If so, he 
might not only po-lpune the day of his 
widowhood, but also increase the joy of his 
married life. 
The Cucamonga Vineyard Company has 
161 acres planted mostly to the Mission 
grape. 
Last season the net profit for this 
vineyard was $42,000, and the company lias 
refused $300,000 for the vineyard, hut they 
hold it to be worth $500,000.— [Rural Cali­ 
fornia.

pounds, of the variety known as Queen of 
the Valley.

A R a ttle sn a k e ’s Suicide. 
E. F. Hardman’s letter, in a recent issue 
of Nature, with reference to the suicide of 
blaeksnakes, recalls an incident which I 
once witnessed. 
I was quite small, hut the 
memory of the strange occurrence is very 
clear and dlstinst. 
It was in the State of 
Illinois, when at that early day a short, 
thick variety of rattlesnake was very nu­ 
merous, so nnnh so that the State acquired 
an unenviable reputation in the older parts 
of the Union. 
Farmers in “ breaking 
prairie,” as the first plowing of the prairie 
sod was called, would kill them by dozens 
in the course of a single summer. 
They 
were very venomous, but owing to their 
sluggish nature and their rattle, which was 
always sounded before an attack, but few 
persons were bitten by them. 
Moreover, 
there was little danger of death if proper 
remedies were applied at once. 
1 was one 
day following one of the large breaking 
plows common at that time. 
It was drawn 
bv five or six yoke of oxen, and there were 
two men to manage the plow and the team. 
As we were going along one of them dis­ 
covered a rattlesnake, as I remember, aliout 
twelve or fourteen inches in length. They 
rarely exceeded eighteen or twenty inches, 
so 
that

probably two- 
thirds 
grown. 
The 
man 
who 
first 
saw 
it 
was 
about 
to 
kill 
it,

could he made to bite itself, which it 
was commonly re[Kirtcd the rattlesnake 
would do if angered and prevented from 
escaping. 
Accordingly they poked the 
snake into the plowed ground, and then 
liegan teasing it with their long whips. 
Escape was impossible, and the snake soon 
became frantic at its ineffectual attempts 
either to injure its assailants or to get 
away from them. 
At last it turned upon 
.itself and stuck its fangs into its own body 
about the middle. 
The ¡«oison seemed to 
take effect instantly. 
The fangs were not 
withdrawn at all, and if not perfectly dead 
in less than five minutes, it at least showed 
110 signs of life. 
That it should die so 
quickly will not seem strange if it is borne 
in mind that the same bite would have 
killed a full-grown man in a few hours’ 
time. 
The men watched it long enough to 
lie sure that it would not lie likely to move 
away, and then went on with their work. 
I trudged around with them for an hour 
or more, and every time we came near 
where the snake was I stopped and looked 
at it, but it never moved again. 
In this 
case 1 do not remember that the snake had 
lieen injured at all. 
I have often heard of 
rattlesnakes biting themselves under such 
circumstances, but this was the only case 
that ever came under my observation.— 
[Chicago News. 


T a l k i n g W ith a M a n 2,000 M ile s 
A w a v.—The most remarkable piece of tele- 
phouingyet attempted has been just accomp­ 
lished by the engineers of the Interna­ 
tional Bell 
Telephone Company, who 
successfully carried out an experiment by 
which they were enabled to hold a conver­ 
sation between St. Petersburg and Bologie, 
a distance of 2,465 miles. 
Blake trans­ 
mitting and Bell receiving instruments 
were used, and conversation was kept up 
notwithstanding a rather high induction. 
The experiments were carried on during 
the night, when the telegraph lines were 
not at work. 
The Russian engineers of 
this company are so confident of further 
success that they hope shortly to be able 
to converse with ease at a distance of 4,565 
miles, but to accomplish this astonishing 
feat they must combine all the conditions 
favorable for the transmission of telephonic 
sounds. 
If it is found possible to hold 
audible conversation at such extraordinary 
distances, it is possible that this fact will 
be speedily improved upon, and we shall 
lie enabled to converse freely between 
’ London and New York, and by-and-by 
between London and 
the antipodes.—

Sw indling the F a rm e rs. 
The farmers arc now garnering the har­ 
vest, and swindlers who use the guise of 
agricultural implements to swindle them 
out of the fruits of their toil are already in 
the field. 
We warn our fanner friends to 
he very careful about signing any document 
that is lett in the hands of a stranger. 
An 
exchange published in Page county, Iowa, 
furnishes us with an illustration which 
proves our warning is not sounded without 
cause. 
It is as follows: 
“ Two or three 
farmers in the country were made victims 
of a scheme worked by two swindlers, who 
drove about in a fine carriage and claimed 
to be the agents for a successful working 
patent ¡11 the form of a revolving harrow. 
As is the usual custom of such parties, they 
were exceedingly anxious to have some 
enterprising farmer in each township ¡11- 
vest in the patent and take the right for 
selling a certain territory. The persuasive 
[lower inherent ¡11 these agents was sueli 
that the farmers seemed to lose control of 
themselves and become willing subjects. 
The first rejtorted ease is that of a well-to- 
do farmer near Yorktown, who, as he af­ 
terward said, was not aware of entering 
into a contract, but after the agents were 
gone he found a paper with his signature 
attached, binding hint in the sum of $100,­ 
01 ¡0, and upon coming to Glarinda an hour 
later he found a note of one hundred dol­ 
lars against him in the bank. 
Another 
farmer near College Springs was duped in 
the same manner, and ujhiii arriving in 
Glarinda found a mortgage on hi> team re­ 
corded. 
Neither of these men seem to 
know how the business was transacted, and 
both assert that they know nothing of 
signing a contract. 
The swindlers are yet 
at large, and it behooves one to be on their 
guard for them. 
Such traveling com­ 
panies, as a rule, have nothing that the 
people need, and it is the safer plan to 
have nothing to do with them.” 
A country exchange furnishes the fol­ 
lowing, which will serve to warn our 
farmer friends of some of the methods em­ 
ployed by these sharpers, and is not much 
of an exaggeration of t lie words used bv 
those oilv-tongned swindlers: 
“ Patent 
stiinip-ptiller— that will extract anything 
from the tooth of a fine comb to the roots 
of a giant oak ; a ¡latent wagon-jack that 
can lie used to grease anything, but more 
particularly the pockets of the vendors; a 
lightning-rod that will draw electricity 449 
yards and conduct it into the bowels of a 
stone quarry, and shake the rock un to the 
surface all dros-od and squared ready for 
use ; a patent sulky, good to attach to plows 
or haul saw logs, with a draft so light that 
the team will have a hard tune to keep out 
of its way ; life insurance companies with 
fabulous capital and extraordinary induce­ 
ments. 
These are a few of the long list of 
humbugs that farmers are solicited to pat­ 
ronize. 
No money down is asked ; only 
your note, which grows so distressingly fast 
that 'm i fail to recognize it.—[Agents’

The two huge monsters crawled 
stealthily up the sofa, and kept stretching 
out their necks to gaze at me, their forked 
tongues jerking in and out, and their eyes 
staring with what seemed to me a devilish 
inquisitiveness. 
Dante’s Inferno, the Lao- 
eoon group, and other horrors filled my 
brain. 
The silence was disturbed only by the 
beating of my poor heart, and I knew not 
how long it was before the door opened, 
and my host reappeared with a pretty lit­ 
tle lady, who, after a smiling courtesy to 
me, lifted the snakes from the sofa, or, 
rather, leaning 
towards them, allowed 
them to entwine themselves quickly around 
her comely figure. 
Although still fright­ 
ened, I began to heave sighs of relief, and 
1 could not help being impressed by the 
picturequencss of the scene. The lady’s 
black velvet bodice showed oft' to great 
advantage the large snake-coils, with their 
curious markings, and her rich brown hair 
was -mu charmingly ruffled by the caresses 
of the snakes as they poked their noses 
through it. 
in a few minutes two little 
girl- appeared, and, tripping up to their 
mother, began playing with the snakes, 
calling the boa “ Cleopatra, dear,” and 
actually kissing its nose, until the snake 
tried impatiently to withdraw its neck 
from their fond little hands. 
Mrs. M., who seemed overweighted with 
the two snakes, asked her husband to re­ 
lieve her of the python, and she then pro­ 
posed that we should have some coffee, 
which was brought in by the little girls. 
By tiiis time I had regained my self-pos­ 
session, and watched her with the keen in­ 
terest of an artist as she poured out the 
coffee, and tapped occasionally the head of 
the boa. which was inquisitively stretched 
out toward me. 
During this time the 
smaller snakes were all aliout the room, a 
green one half hidden in the blotting book 
and others hanging from tiie table and 
chairs, and Mr. M.’s pocket. 
Several months after this adventure I 
happened to i>e at a rather smart wedding, 
and meeting Lord Arthur Russel 1 (who ! 
knew was a lover of snakes), I narrated the 
circumstances to him. and was rather taken 
aback by his proposal that we should go 
away, there and then, in a hansom cab to 
Chelsea. 
“ Surely,” 
1 exclaimed, “ you 
don't propose to leave this goodly com­ 
pany (Mr. Gladstone was there, among 
many other celebrities), and this goodly 
cheer, to see the snakes?” 
“ The guests are met. the sun is set: 
Mays't hear the merry din.” 
But he was evidently determined. 
So oft' 
we drove to I 'heyno Walk, where we for­ 
tunately 
found the snake-charmers at 
home, and saw much the same scene that 1 
have already described. 
Ixird A rthur was 
more venturesome than i was, and got one 
of the smaller reptiles up his sleeve, and 
Mr. M. had to come to the rescue, and 
draw it forth til rough his shirt-cuff. 
We 
were shown a very perfect skin, apparently 
almiit three yards long, which Mr. M. 
coolly told us the Ima had cast while in 
ln-ii with him one cold night. 
He felt 
" tic jioor thing fretting about,” and kept 
telling it to be quiet, but it would persist 
in squeezing liis legs and feet, and in the 
morning he found that it had shed its 
skin. 
Mr. and Mrs. M. informed us that once, 
when they were away for two months, they 
left the two big . nakes in charge of a 
keeper at the Z<x>. On their return the 
keeper saiil that if they liad delayed much 
longer the boa might have died, as it was 
refusing food; and when lie produced the 
snake it recognized Mrs. M.’s voice, and 
sprang at her with such vehement a flection 
as nearly to ups g ln r, coiling itself closely 
around her until they reached home in a 
cab. Our hosts also informed us that one 
summer's evening, when the family (in­ 
cluding all the sunk, s) were having tea in 
the garden, Cleopatra kept swinging from 
a tree by its tail, and Mr. M., thinking it 
n good opportunity to gauge the strength 
of the boa, placed himself under the tree 
and allowed the snake to coil itself round 
his waist. 
He then found that lie could 
lift his feet from the ground. 
We were 
also informed that if the big snakes once 
made pets of live animals givi 11 for food— 
which they were apt to do when not hun­ 
gry—they would never eat them, but would 
wait until fresh beasts or birds were pro­ 
vided. 
I must now narrate, in his own lan­ 
guage, an incident about these snakes 
written out for me by an Italian friend, 
whosnvs: “ Ec o il rac conto del annedoto 
dei serpenti; but please correct the Eng­ 
lish and clean it up. 
I can not do better 
in your language, so much in a hurry as 
you are for it. 
Mr. M. was a composer of 
music; he was very fond ot serpents or 
snakes, and he made a very particular 
study in the natural history about such 
kind of fearful reptiles. 
He very often 
spoke t.i tne, desirous to show me these 
animals, which he nursed with care, and 


brooded the eggs to generate the little 
ones. A t the back of his apartment there 
was a small garden, and next a kind of 
orchard 
court, where 
a 
merchant of 
chickens and fowls had a nursery of these 
domestic animals, which lie kept for trade. 
At that time Mr. M. had in his bed-room 
; two enormous boa constrictors, which slept 
with him as two little babies, as Mr. M. 
was confident that no treason or mischief 
¡ could come from them, so beloved and well 
j trained by him. So he took his sleep con- 
| fidently every night. 
But the wild ibrid 
j animals, 
v, ith a natural 
had 
instinct 
for rapine and murder, would smell often 
their prev, the poor innocent 
chick­ 
ens, 
and" when 
Mr. 
M. 
peacefully 
slept, 
the 
horrid 
reptiles 
oozed 
from the bed, and silently creeped to 
the gardens where the chickens were, kill­ 
ing and eating often ef them. 
During this 
assault the chickens begun to crock, and 
sometime the proprietor was awaked and 
visited the garden, and when he discovered 
a chicken dying and others destroyed, he 
began for to watch during many nights, 
till what was the horror and fright of the 
master when, at the feeble light of the 
break of day, lie discovered a sterminate 
serpent with’ a large chicken strangled in 
its coils! At sudden he gave the alarm and 
called the police; all 
the 
neighbors’ 
houses were alio frightened; at last he dis­ 
covers that Mr. M. was the keeper of such 
extraordinary nuisible things, and went to 
the Court, where the magistrate summoned 
Mr. M.; but, strange to say, there was not 
a slight intention found on the part of the 
unconscious Mr. M. to give harm to any- 
!>ody, and he was not at all punished for 
it, but only warned to take measures as to 
assure that the two serpents would have 
not in the future to make so romantic 
assays ¡11 like excursions nightly to the 
mild and useful race of bipeds so good for 
human food.” 
Some years later, while I was abroad, I 
noticed in the English newspaper an ac­ 
count of a chancery suit affecting my 
friends and their beloved snakes, and on 
my return, finding that they were likely to 
he turned out of their house, owing to a 
stray snake having frightened a neighbor's 
servant into a fit, 1 wrote a letter to the 
Times, ¡11 defense of the snakes, which will 
be found quoted in Dr. Romanes’ book on 
“ Animal Intelligence.” 
In spite of my 
protestations, the serpents were declared to 
be a dangerous nuisance and my friends 
were turned out, nearly broken-hearted 
and ruined. 
After a long interval I heard of them 
again from the late Frank Buckland, who 
was a kind friend to the family. They were 
living quietly with their snakes in small 
lodgings near Leicester Square. One day, 
Mr. M., who was a delicate man, wasseized 
with a fainting fit,and remained on his bed 
insensible while Mrs. M. hastened out for 
the doctor. 
On her return with Buckland 
they found Mr. M. still on the lied, but re­ 
gaining his consciousness. 
He was weep­ 
ing over the prostrate body of his beloved 
Cleopatra. 
The snake, suspecting some­ 
thing wrong, had evidently crept up stairs, 
and when it found its beloved master in­ 
sensible had experienced some kind of a 
shock. 
Partly on the bed and partly trail­ 
ing on tlie ground, the poor boa was found 
stone dead!—[Cassell’s Family Magazine.

street lamp posts, stairs and gas and water 
1 tipos. 
It is thought these articles can be 
umde 30 per cent, cheaper than in cast iron, 
but will not, of course, beso heavy. 
An exceedingly delicate and very im­ 
portant instrument among the French ex­ 
hibits at the Philadelphia Electrical Ex­ 
hibition is Professor Kegnard’s apparatus 
for the study of t ho respiration of animals. 
By means of this the scientist can meas­ 
ure the quantity of air breathed by the 
animal in a given time, and can make a 
complete analysis of it afterward.—[Phil­ 
adelphia Press. 
Experiments on an extensive scale have 
been made by the Dutch Government to 
ascertain the relative strength of iron and 
steel girders. The soft steel girders proved 
to be 22 per cent, and the hard steel 
girders fifi per cent, stronger than the 
iron girders. 
It was pretty well estab­ 
lished that the strength of steel girders is 
about the same for the two flanges if they 
are made alike in section. 
The latest treatment of brain irritation 
consists of seclusion in a darkened room 
for from ten to fifteen hours a day, while 
progressively increasing the hours of sleep; 
anil the excessive use of bromides and 
other stupor-inducing sedatives is discour­ 
aged. 
It is claimed that the soothing ef­ 
fect of a deej) twilight is alone a tliera- 
putic agent of great value in cases of 
extreme 
cerebral 
irritability.—[Boston 
Budget. 
A new application of granolithic, a spe­ 
cies of concrete recently introduced for 
road-making purposes, is proposed by an 
Edinburgh inventor. 
He coats the hack 
of lithographic stone: with a hacking of 
granolithic which strongly adheres to the 
stones and forms one solid mass capable of 
sustaining great pressure. If extraordinary 
strength is demanded bars of iron or steel 
may be imbedded in the granolithic mix­ 
ture while it is yet plastic. Lithographic 
stones thus fortified, if only an inch thick, 
are made thoroughly serviceable and con­ 
tinue to lie so until worn to a thin film. 
The gossamer waterproof fabric is made 
more impermeable by the following method: 
The material is first immersed in u hot 
compound of boiled linseed oil, lampblack, 
litharge and a suitable drier, mixed in due 
proportions. 
When dried the article is 
placed on a mold, and a coating of the 
mixture applied with a sponge or brush 
and rubbed smooth with the hand. 
A sec­ 
ond and a third coating is applied the same 
way, and rubbed down with pumice stone. 
These fabrics are now worn by all classes, 
and are almost a necessary of life, anil all 
methods to make them more serviceable 
will he welcomed. 
Dr. Bevrinek, a distinguished Dutch 
naturalist, iias been investigating the ori- 
I gin of the masses of gum collecting on the 
i limits of certain kinds of trees, notably the 
•plum and apricot. 
lie finds that the 
exudation 
is due 
to a disease [iro- 
duccd by the presence of parasitic fungi, 
and when healthy trees are inoculated 
with the gum tints produced they speedily 
contract <:thc disorder, which is liighlv 
contagious. The disease is disseminated 
by the drying of tlie gum by oxidation and 
its circulation in the wind, which thus 
wafts the germs for many rods, so that 
one diseased tree may infect a whole 
plantation. 


W inter Overcoats. 
The leading overcoat is the single-breast­ 
ed fly-front sack, or ( hesterlield, now made 
of diagonal worsted, and later of elvsion or 
lnr beaver. 
In length it readies about an 
inch below the knee. 
The lapels are in­ 
clined to the peaked form, and are of good 
width. The edgings are finished with vel­ 
vet piping, and the seams are lapped and 
stitched half an inch wide with rapidly 
increasing frequency. Although fur beavers 
are just now tiie most popular goods for 
these coats, there i- a pronounced disposi­ 
tion on the ¡ art of New Yorkers to select 
heavy weight, wide wale diagonals instead. 
The idea is that this material gives suffi­ 
cient warmth for the coldest weather we 
have, and looks much better in milder 
weather. 
Made from this class of goods 
the edges are flat braided wide, and the 
scams Looped and stitched. The flat braid 
finish is also receiving considerable favor 
for fur beavers, and certainly is effective. 
We should not be surprised if flat braiding 
should become tlie rage for all classes of 
goods, and 
piping 
become 
unpopular. 
These overcoats are cut large and loose, 
only faintly defining the back, and seem 
to be gradually approaching the box form. 
The fronts are faced to the end of collar, 
and sometimes to tlvo edge of holes with a 
quilted silk of a matalasseeffect. 
Later in 
the season the double-breasted oversack 
will lie largely made. 
This coat will 
reach to midway of the calf, and will be 
cut very large with sharp and heavy effect, 
the lapels will be peaked and wide, the 
collar liberal, the fla[is deep and the but­ 
tons set well back from the edges and 
spaced to considerably below the side pock­ 
ets. The indications are that this coat 
will become quite popular. 
The snrtout 
promises to be in moderate demand with 
good dressers. 
It will he made of moder­ 
ate length, forty-three to forty-four inches 
long for the average bight, but otherwise 
the same in its general effect as the 
double-breasted frock.—[American Fash­ 
ion Review.

The lecturer 
then demonstrated that the ¡¡¡digestibility 
in cheese was the loss of its potassium salts 
in the process of manufacture. Another 
savant present decided to experiment as to 
the feasibility of restoring the lost salts and 
making the article perfectly digestible. He 
is said to have succeeded so well that the 
m atter will soon he tried on a large scale. 
The amount of bicarbonate of potash is one 
and a quarter ounces to one pound of 
cheese. The two arc simply melted to­ 
gether over a slow fire, with a small quan­ 
tity of milk.

TIME FOR 
ACTION. 


Tlie organization of tlie Sacramento 
County Immigration Association, as auxil­ 
iary to the Northern California Society, 
lias been now some time effected. But thus 
far there has been but little action. 
The 
parent association is"now actively at work, 
but it cannot maintain itself without cor­ 
responding activity on the part of the 
local associations. Sacramento originated 
tin- whole scheme. 
In that preliminary 
origination great good was done. 
More 
desirable attention has been drawn to 
northern California since September lb. 
ISS-l. than during five years preceding that 
date. 
But tlie time has now come for securing 
the benefits ready to our hands. We should 
at once fill up the ranks of the Sacramento 
organization. 
It should have, and can 
have, a membership of three thousand- 
But it mo-' be largely solicited. 
While 
there is worthy 
ellishness behind the 
whole scheme, yet it is so philanthropic a 
one, so generally approved, that there 
really is danger of failure—that is to say, 
the people so heartily indorse- it. that 
there is liability M their neglecting it, un­ 
der the beliel that the thing will “ ru n ” 
itself; live upon its merits. 
A call has 
already been made for the preparation of 
literature regarding our resources, and our 
claims for a share of immigration. 
It is 
essential that whatever is sent out regard­ 
ing this .vanity should he thorough and 
exhaustive, 
i' w II not do to dial in gen 
cralities. 
People looking this wav desire 
details. 
We are now in competition with 
abme-of the garden spots of the coast. 
If 
Sacramento is to m aintaiu her own as 
against the claims and advantages of Coins;', 
and Tehama, site must work. 
We have 
room in Sacramento county for double the 
population we now have. 
We believe this 
is capable of demonstration—that within 
the area of this county more than twice as 
many people can he accommodated, and 
find profitable employment and build them 
homes. It is not to he accepted as a finality 
that the large grants in the country will 
remain undivided. 
It is possible to bring 
BÍKiiit their oecupany by thousands of p»s>- 
ple. 
It is not to lie accepted as settled 
tiiat the up-lands, better known as hard- 
pan lands, have lieen thoroughly tested. 
On the contrary, their true capacity ¡s as 
yet an issue. 
As a rule, the people now 
occupying them, mainly in large tracts, 
have not tested the sail xs il is possible to 
do it. 
It is possible that these lands will 
support a family on every fifty acres; that 
there are products yet to lie grown upon 
them which have had no attention what­ 
ever. 
At least, it is folly to longer ne­ 
glect informing ourselves thoroughly and 
scientifically regarding these lands lie- 
twecn the rivers and the mountains. 
If 
they are worthless let it he demonstrated 
The local Immigration Association should 
analyze these sails, given them scientific 
examination, and settle the question of 
their rapacity. 
Bill the association cannot do this work 
except by some expenditure of money, 
and by some very thorough labor. 
What 
better tx-k could the people engage in 
than this? 
If we can show the capacity 
for supjiorting from the produce of the soil 
not now thoroughly tested,six thousand, or 
three thousand, or two thousand more peo­ 
ple than are now in the county, within the 
next five years, it means increased trade 
for this city, and decreasing taxation. 
It 


means lietter and more stable society, per­ 
manency of industries and the growth of 
manufactures. 
These remarks are not 
merely speculative. They have the basis 
of reason, and are supported hv apparent 
strong testimonies. 
But whatever the fu­ 
ture of this county, it remains the duty of 
the people now in it, and expecting to lay 
their lames in its soil, and leave homes to 
their children and heirs, to develop the 
highest possibilities of the region. It must 
he borne in mind that from this time for­ 
ward will he the era of settlement—a pe­ 
riod in which interests will become perma­ 
nent : in which the channels of industry 
will become fixed and unchangeable; an 
era in which the centers of population and 
industry will he established upon immova­ 
ble foundations. 
It is to lie an era in 
which tlie importance of towns for all the 
future will lie determined. 
It behooves us 
to see to it that none of tlie possibilities of 
Sacramento are allowed to slip. 
Let us be 
lip and doing this month, this week, 
this 
day. 
Let 
those who 
have not 
yet given their names and the small fee 
xsked to the local immigration association 
do it now, and not wait to lie called 
upon. 
We are urgent because we know 
that the tide of a new immigration has 
already sot in ; because we know that it is 
sweeping by us; because we know that 
there is room here for more people, and 
that the sooner we bring pressure to hear 
that will result in the subdivision of our 
large land holdings, and the establishing 
in their place of hundreds of small culti­ 
vators, the easier will he the task and the 
greater the reward. 


HOSTILITY TO TRANSPORTATION IN ­ 
TERESTS. 


In the North American Review ft)r I)e- 
ccmlier, William K. Ackerman 
has a 
thoughtful article on “ Railway Manage­ 
ment,” in the course of which he considers 
several very interesting questions, not the 
least forcible of which is that of the diffi­ 
culties that appear to surround the rail­ 
ways of the country for the future. 
The chief embarrassments with which 
they must contend he believes to h e : First, 
the burden of unproductive 
branches 
acquired by lease, purchase or construction, 
and which do not earn enough to pay their 
fixed charges. Second, oppressive legisla­ 
tion. On this subject he says: “ If any­ 
one doubts that there is danger from this 
source, let him examine the calendar of 
any of our State legislative bodies after 
they have been in session a few weeks, and 
note the number of hills that are hostile to 
the interests of railways. 
Each member 
appears to regard it xs a solemn duty to 
his constituents to introduce at lexst one 
hill of this character during a session ; and 
the extent to which this warfare has been 
carried on does not argue well for the 
future.” 
W hether or not Air. Ackerman hxs 
been overhauling legislative history in 
California for the last past ten years, 
we arc uninformed, but 
lie certainly 
hxs 
described 
it. 
It 
would 
have 
profited him to have gone a step further 
and have examined into the course of this 
legislative hostility. 
J fere he would have 
had no difficulty in probing. Political 
demagogy is found veryhicar to the surface 
of most of our legislation hostile to trans­ 
portation interests. 
So much ol it xs lias 
had its genesis in honest conviction hxs 
nevertheless been fostered, promoted and 
turned to account by the ¡lolitical blood­ 
suckers. 
At this very hour there is on foot 
a scheme to revive the anti-railroad agita­ 
tion, and to thrust into a Legislature that 
was chosen to rebuke demagogues and 
systematized blackmail,questions that will, 
if taken up, not only disrupt the dominant 
party, but induce greater stagnation of 
business than now prevails, which is cer­ 
tainly had enough, and in San Francisco is 
quite at the worst. 
Another factor of embarrassment is the 
hostility of the press, “ which, in its strife 
lor popularity with producers, shippers and 
politicians, evincesadisposition to magnify 
every litth evil in the system, and ridicule 
every effort in the direction of reform, by 
which course it practically encourages the 
communistic tendencies of the age. 
in tlie 
discussion of the difficult problem of rail­ 
way transportation, which lias been carried 
on through the press during the past fifteen 
years, the railways have not been allowed 
a fair presentation of their case; and even 
in Courts of justice they have had to en­ 
counter much judici ! prejudice eugen- 
d re 1 by the press in it uncandid state­ 
ments of fact.” 
Air. Ackerman points out that the re­ 
ports prove that increase of freight earn­ 
ings is n ark 1 by a proportionate increase 
in tonnage moved, showing that a larger 
amount of freight is being carried at 
lower rates. 
11 also jioints out that the 
increase of “ operation expenses” is di - 
projmrtionate to that of gross earnings, 
which proves that the additional husine-s 
i- done without profit; “ or, in other words, 
it shows that the operating expenses have 
been brought down as low as possible.” 
ile finds that a source of great embarrass­ 
ment to railway- i- the clamorous and un­ 
reasonable demand of «hipliers, 1 mith as to 
rates and facilities, the extent of which, 
he adds, can only he known to those that 
conic n: ,n> directly in contact with tlii- 
(■¡ass, whose claims arc often presented 
with a degree of persistence and selfish­ 
ness that places them beyond the pale of 
rea.-on. Mill other canses are considered ; 
x- the attitude of railways toward one 
another, »ven where their interests are 
identical; the unnecessary rivalry between 
the principal competing lines, etc. 


jxised than ever to have its quiet broken 
by a political revolution. The only virtue 
in tlie longer session then, so far as trade 
is concerned, is in the lessened frequency 
of campaigns—the substitution of a single 
inomentuous shock to trade for two or 
three less perilous shocks. 
_ 
The four-vear term was not agreed upon 
hastily, and thus far we have not seen ad­ 
vanced any reason that outweighs the wis­ 
dom of the fathers who fixed it at four 
years. 
When the nation first set about to 
discuss the matter, on the formation of the 
Republic, the people were divided in opin­ 
ion, and proceeded to debate the question 
with great warmth. One class held out 
for a life term, desiring thereby to make 
the President independent of party, and to 
secure the competency that results from 
experience. 
But as this was practically 
setting up a quasi monarchical system, the 
proposition wxs driven out of the popular 
court of the new republic. 
It was next proposed that the President 
should hold office for a period co-equal 
with the life of a Congress, that Congress 
and the President might he in harmony. 
It was urged that it was dangerous to pub­ 
lic interests to erect a system in which the 
legislative branch of the 
Government 
should be of one political complexion and 
the executive arm of a differing political 
faith. 
But in this day we have come to 
look upon sneh a situation x« among the 
best assurances of discreet legislation on 
the one side, and a wise use of Government 
patronage on the other. There was force 
also in the argument that a President 
could not define and carry out a policy in 
a brief term, and thus the country would 
lie constantly unsettled xs to its internal 
and foreign relations. 
But in tlie outset, as now, a goodly por­ 
tion of the people held to the demand 
for a term of a dozen years or so, and for 
pretty much the same reasons. The four- 
year term was therefore agreed to xs a 
happy mean—a compromise period which 
involved least of objection and most of 
good. As yet there has not lieen advanced 
any sound reason fi.r departure from it. 
The addition of one or two years would 
not lie notably beneficial, and might be a 
dangerous experiment. 


THE PRESIDENTIAL TERM. 


Succeeding every Presidential election 
debate is renewed 
aioeming the length 
of the term. 
The hushicss world demands 
a longer ti-rm than four years. This de­ 
mand i- based on sglf-intercst. 
But xs the 
commerce and trade of the country is in­ 
timately related to the political complex­ 
ion of a period, its demand is not to lie 
coolly ignored. Trade is a political factor; 
it has much t<> do with making and un­ 
making parties and no political organiza­ 
tion is so foolish as to turn the cold 
shoulder ujton the men of the markets. 
That Presidential campaigns sadly in­ 
terfere with business, no one doubts. They 
most frequently induce business stagna­ 
tion, and so unsettle affairs as to produce 
apparent signs of great financial distress. 
The fewer there are of these crises the 
better pleased is the business man. 
If lie 
could have his wav there would l>e Presi­ 
dential elections not oftener than once in 
eight, or ¡«crimps twelve years. But it is 
by no means an easy task for him to dem­ 
onstrate, or even stipjiort by the ordinary 
methods of logic, that at the end of an 
eight-year term a liability to a change of 
administration would lie any less disas­ 
trous to business. 
Indeed, it stands to 
reason that it would lie more damaging, 
since interests of longer standing and 
firmer foundations would he involved, and 
the commercial world would he less dis- 


sensational journalism. Only this, and 
nothing more. 


PENNY WISE, POUND FOOLISH. 


The Newport News, referring to the un­ 
sanitary condition of that town, and the 
recent report of Air. Bowditch, for the 
National Board of Health, upon the had 
sanitary condition of the place, says: “ Tlie 
only Board of Health in Newport is the 
Aldermen, who have not shown the slight­ 
est disposition to abate nuisances, or change 
the existing state of affairs. There is a 
local Sanitary Protection Association, com­ 
posed mostly of summer residents, which 
has not ceased to agitate for a separate 
Board of Health, and for other sanitary 
reforms; hut this Association is stupidly 
regarded, by the majority of the voters of 
Newport, xs an organization which is work­ 
ing injury to the city by spreading abroad 
reports of its insalubrity. 
It is enough 
to condemn any mexsure in Newjiort 
to let it lie known that it hxs tlie favor 
of the Sanitary Protective Association.” 
How closely these remarks apply to Sacra­ 
mento it is not for tis to say. 
But this we 
are not backward in placing of record : 
that certain of our officials whose knowledge 
of sanitary science can he compassed by the 
smallest conceivable measurement, very 
much resemble the Newport Aldermen. 
There is another class of our people, we 
regret to say, who raise the “ howl ”— 
that’s the word—whenever the suggestion 
is made that cleanliness is next to godli­ 
ness: “ You are giving the town a had 
nam e; you are driving people away; von 
are preventing people from coming to us.” 
If th e e people are correct, it isa matter 
of gratification to us to know that the re­ 
sults of our efforts are material. 
But we 
would suggest to them that if the city were 
put in such a sanitary condition as is jxis- 
sible, there would he no ground for the 
implaint they make, nor any occasion for 
their “ howling.”

Its proposition, however, to have the entry 
on the fee books made at the Capitol in the 
presence of the person receiving the ser­ 
vice, proves conclusively that it did not

mark how plain a question shall nail our 
neighhor to the cross: If you knew the 
fact to be as stated—that the mass of the 
fee service is ordered by mail—why, oh, 
why, ingenious evader of the truth, did 
you suggest that a sufficient remedy for, 
and preventive of, fee stealing would be to 
have the State officials “ punch in the pres­ 
ence of the passengaire ?’’ 


“ W h o e v e r ,” says the Bulletin, “ en­ 
courages disunion in the Republican party 
at this time ought to be branded as the en­ 
emy of tli • industrial interests of the 
State. Conspiracies, bargains, cabals, for 
the purpose of putting up one man and 
putting down another, ought not to l>e tol­ 
erated (for a moment.

A n effort is being made in this city to 
organize an association with a view of es­ 
tablishing a museum of art, natural history, 
science and mechanic arts. The plan is 
set forth in a circular letter, and a meeting 
hx« lieen called of friends of sucha scheme. 
It would appear to be feasible. 
11 would 
not he a matter of speedy development, 
hut something may he accomplished at 
once, and without great cost. 
The natural 
curiosities of our mountains, the products 
of our soil, our mineral deposits, the re­ 
sults of inventive genius, the skilled handi­ 
work of our own people, the studios of 
California artists, all may he brought to 
contribute to a display, either temporary 
or permanent, that will he of value. Such 
an association would, of course, need to 
occupy a large and suitable hall, with ad­ 
joining rooms, which could lie used not 
only for collections, hut for musical, liter­ 
ary and social purposes. 
The need for 
such a spacious hall in Sacramento is 
great, and that it can be maintained profit­ 
ably to whoever erects it scarcely admits 
of a doubt. 
That such an association as it 
is proposed to form can he made successful 
here we believe. 
Its labors would add at­ 
tractiveness to the city, contribute to the 
sum of general knowledge, and add to the 
profitable entertainment, not only of visit­ 
ors to the city, hut of our youth. 
The 
m atter merits careful consideration. 


I f testimony were needed of the force 
and appropriateness of Air. Blaine’s post­ 
election speech, it is to he found in the 
agony it gives our Democratic brethren. 
In lieu of argument with which to reply 
to it, they resort to vituperation, forgetting 
that in that there is no strength. 
Let 
them address themselves to the facts. 
Is 
it true, or is it not, that the negro vote 
was exercised in the South, on the 4th of 
November, as is comtemplated by the 
laws? 
If not, why not? If not, is it not a 
proper subject for consideration ? Is it 
true, or is it not, that five States with 
2,800,000 white, and 3,000.000 colored peo­ 
ple, cast 4S electoral votes, while live other 
States with 5,000,000 whites and hut a 
mere scattering of blacks also cxst 4S 
electoral votes, but that in the first case 
the colored voters could not choose a single 
Presidential elector not approved by the 
white voters? 
If this is true, does it not 
follow, as Mr. Blaine charges, that in the 
first instance the whites absorb the rights 
of the blacks, and thus exert double the 
political power of the white voters in the 
lxst named case? 


A la s ! alxs! how we do progress. There 
can lie no doubt about i t ; hut whether it 
is forward—that is the question. 
Here 
comes the great city of the continent, the 
metropolis of the nation, and by the typi­ 
fied wisdom of its people, in the form of a 
Board of Education, excludes the poetry 
of Bryant from the public schools of that 
city, on the ground that it is “ second 
rate.” 
In the name of the Prophet, let us 
rejoice that a Board of Education of a 
great city has had the courage to stamp 
out the coarse, vulgar, impure and wholly 
objectionable poetry of that miserable old 
idiot, W illiam Cullen Bryant. The world 
has believed that he wxs a pure man, and 
one of heaven’s chosen poets; that the 
drippings of his pen were the rarest gems 
of poetic beauty, and among the purest of 
chaste expression and lofty thought; hut 
then the world’s an :tss, and the Board of 
Education of New York city is an unim­ 
peachable literary critic. 


R e f e r r i n g to an indifferent troupe of 
theatrical performers, a 
San Francisco

Ah !

.ard Taylor passed away from earth. It is 
a little singular that liis “ Life and Let­ 
ters" have been so long withheld from 
E 
ublication. But the excuse offered by liis 
iographers, Alario Hansen Taylor and 
Horace E. Seudder, is that if a volume had 
been brought out within a few months of 
his death, it must have failed to present 
any full and intelligible interpretation of a 
career which was frequently misunderstood 
through superficial acquaintance with it. 
They continue: “ The delay in the appear­ 
ance of this work lias enabled the editors 
to gather a larger number of letters, to ar­ 
range them, and to supply such connecting 
links and slight comment as seemed neces­ 
sary to a clear and comprehensive narra­ 
tive. It has been their aim to let the poet 
tell his own story so fur as is possible, and 
above all to follow the clue which his own 
confession affords. No man's life can be 
truthfully written which does not take very 
close account of the ideal which the man 
has kept before himself; and. fortunately 
for the reader, Bayard Taylor repeatedly 
discloses in unmistakable* language the 
dominant idea of his life. By keeping that 
in mind one easily brings the various turns 
of an apparently changeable life into an 
order which explains every movement.” 
The suggestion that Taylor’s career was 
misunderstood we do not believe has any 
wide application.

T h e C red u lity o f Som e P eo p le. 
AVe are aware of how credulous many 
people are, lint the following case reported 
from Alilwaukee, AA’is., would appear ax 
almost the climax of human credulity 
were it not steeped with ignorance and su- 
jierstition: 
“ The particulars of a novel 
swindle, perpetrated by a sharper, who 
played cleverly on the extraordinary cre­ 
dulity ot his dupes, has been brought to 
light here through an application made to 
the authorities for the arrest of the swin­ 
dler. George Sehmidt, representing him­ 
self as a physician, engaged hoard here 
recently, and soon began negotiations with 
J. Peter Dell, a saloon-keeper, for the al­ 
leged purchase of 
his 
establishment. 
During 
his 
conversation 
with 
Dell, 
Schmidt informed him, in as mysterious a 
manner as possible, and under ¡muni tions 
of the strictest secrecy, that lie had$95,000 
buried in the ground, 
lie also said lie 
was in league 
with 
the evil 
one, 
and 
would 
show 
Dell 
how 
he 
could 
easily 
make 
a 
fortune. He 
then read from 
a book of 
incanta­ 
tions a lot of Black C’rook rubbish, and 
strangely enough impressed Dell and his 
wife. 
Schmidt's scheme was that in or­ 
der to propitiate the devil it would he 
necessary to bury $1,300 in a box; 
it 
would gradually sink to the infernal re­ 
gions, and after his satanie majesty had 
found it all correct he would attach* a box 
to it containing the $95,000. 
Dell hesi­ 
tated a little, hut Itis wife urged him to 
join Schmidt after the latter had agreed 
to put $650 in the “ pot.” 
The sum of 
$250 was still required, hut another fool 
was found who promptly put it up. 
The 
‘doctor and his victims then repaired at 
dead of night to a lonely spot in the 
woods. 
The money—$900 in gold and 
$400 in bank-notes—was sealed up with 
black wax, the seal bearing a skull and 
cross-bones'. The package was then placed 
in a cigar box, scaled again and after 
mumbling some jargon the box was buried. 
The three men then placed tiieir right 
foot on the spot and repeated an oath not 
to dig up the treasure until a certain day. 
Schmidt declared that if any individual 
member of the trio attempted to dig tqi 
the box lie would drop dead. The men 
then separated and the next day Schmidt 
called on Dell and accompanied him to 
the Soldiers’ Home. 
Here a telegram 
sent 
by a 
confederate 
was 
handed 
Schmidt, informing him that his ‘profes­ 
sional services’ were required in a neigh­ 
boring town. 
Excusing himself he took 
the first train and failed to return. 
Dell 
at last became suspicious, and upon dig­ 
ging up the box found it contained only a 
lot of stones. The search for Sehmidt has 
thus far proved fruitless.”-—[ Agents’ Her­ 
ald.

A lcoholic T ran ce. 
Under this title Dr. T. Ib (Votliers de­ 
scribes, in the December “ Popular Science 
Monthly,” a peculiar form of unconscious­ 
ness following immoderate use of alcohol. 
As to tlie nature of the disorder, he says : 
“ The late Dr. Beard believed this state to 
he one of general lowered brain function, 
in which the cerebral activity is concen­ 
trated in some limited region of the brain, 
and is largely suspended in the rest, 
ile 
also urged that the plane of consciousness 
was below the point of remembering; 
hence these cases were conscious at the 
time, hut the memory failed to record the 
impression. 
In confirmation of this, the 
late Dr. Forbes AA'inslow recorded a case 
of a somnambulist who, while walking 
about, set his night-dress on fire, and with 
excellent judgment and coolness threw 
himself on the bed and extinguished the 
flames, then resumed his walk, and awoke 
next morning with no memory of it, and 
was greatly alarmed at the charred ap­ 
pearance of his dress. 
AVhatever the 
pathology may he, it is clear that this is 
a state of insensibility, and for tlie time 
being a form of dementia and insanity, 
about which there can be no question. 
Careful study of these cases for many 
years has 
indicated the startling fact 
that they are very 
common 
in 
ine­ 
briety; also that in every ease where 
alcohol 
is 
used 
to 
excess 
there 
are histories of loss of memory and con­ 
sciousness of acts committed while using 
spirits. These conditions are almost in­ 
finite in variety and complexity, and are 
considered mere freaks of memory by many 
persons. Probably in a majority of cases 
in the early stages these blanks of con­ 
sciousness and memory are partial, and ap­ 
pear in tlie delirium or stupor which fol­ 
lows excess of spirits, or in mental states 
approaching it, and clear up after recov­ 
ery, or remain like a cloud for weeks, then 
from some little circumstances break away 
and every act is reeiilled. 
In other cases 
only a dim, vague impression remains of 
what has transpired in the past, which 
may or may not become clear with tim e; 
or the blank may l.c total for the time 
being and then break away. 
In many of 
these easts there is apparent realization of 
all his acts and words, in others a self-evi­ 
dent unconsciousness of them. 
This is 
only the beginning of another and more 
pronounced stage, in which the blank of 
memory and consciousness is total, and 
during this period the acts and appearance 
of the person differ hut little from those of 
usual health.” 


Kocli’s Cholera Germ T heory. 
Professor Koch lias made an additional 
and great discovery concerning the origin 
of cholera. 
After numberless failures he 
has finally succeeded in transferring tlie 
eomma-baeillus to animals and producing 
cholera in them. Up to the present time it 
appeared an established fact that an imals 
showed absolute immunity against cholera, 
and the experiments which had been made 
bv Koch in Egypt and India on mice, 
rabbits, chickens, monkeys, etc., to demon­ 
strate by inoculation the dangerous char­ 
acter of the bacillus had utterly failed. 
The final and crowning proof of Koch’s 
theory was, therefore, lacking. 
All the 
other proofs were, however, so convincing 
that the Cholera Conference held at the 
office of the Imperial Board of Health, 
under the Presidency of Virchow, the 
comma-haeillus was universally recognized 
as the cause of cholera. Nevertheless the 
view was combated from various sides. 
It 
now happened, four weeks after Koch’s 
return from Marseilles, that news was re­ 
ceived of the successful innoculation of 
the comma-haeillus on animals by two 
physicians of the Hospital (Semaphore, 
Xicnti and Riel «eh, who had learned from 
Koch the mode of discovering the microbe. 
This news was received with some doubt, 
coming from France, where so many erro­ 
neous communications on the subject of 
cholera had originated, the more so as 
some important data were lacking. They 
are however, now confirmed by experiments 
successful in Koch's own hands. 
He 
inoculated this week from sterile-cultures 
rabbits with living bacilli; the animals 
sickened and died with the symptoms of 
cholera, and at the autopsy the eomma- 
haeilli were found in the intestines. 
This 
is an indubitable proof that these liacilli 
are the only cause of cholera, and Koch’s 
success is secured in every direction. 
It 
may well be imagined that this discovery is 
producing vivid satisfaction among profes­ 
sional men.—[Cor. Aledieal News, Phila­ 
delphia.

INTELLIGENCE. 


D iv o rce S p it.—Thu attention of Depart­ 
ment Two of the Superior Court was occu­ 
pied nearly all of yesterday w ith the hear­ 
ing of the application of Jam es W alker for 
a divorce from A rilla W alker, and for pos­ 
session of certain property. Thecom plain- 
ant is a little m an about 70 years of age, 
while the defendant is an unusually large 
woman, more than a score of years younger. 
The principal ground upon which the di­ 
vorce was asked was cruel treatm ent. They 
were m arried in 1882, and, the complaint 
sets forth, had lived together lmt a short 
tim e when the plaintiff thought lie had 
reason to become jealous of one W. Rogers, 
and from that tim e on there was anything 
but happiness in the domestic circle, their 
trouble culm inating in the better half turn­ 
ing her sm aller rem ainder out of the house, 
and refusing to. have anything more to do 
w ith him . The evidence introduced by the 
defendant showed that the husband had 
not been the pleasantest person in the 
world to live with, and after hearing all the 
testimony and the argum ent of counsel, 
the Court ordered 
the 
case dismissed 
w ithout 
costs 
to 
either 
side. 
The 
parties resided in Folsom, and m any resi­ 
dents of-tliat town, m ale and female, were 
present a t the trial as witnesses or out of 
curiosity. The intensely earnest and dra­ 
matic m anner in which the plaintiff gave 
his evidence frequently caused a broad 
sm ile to pass over the faces of those occu­ 
pying the Court-room. 
W alker appears to 
have been rather hasty in the m atter of 
m atrim onial alliance. Som ething over two 
years ago he applied to the County Clerk 
for and obtained a marriage license. About 
two m onths afterwards he requested that 
another be issued to him . The Clerk told 
him that he already had one, and that was 
sufficient, as it was good for any date until 
used. 
The applicant insisted that it was 
‘•no good,” and, on being pressed for an 
explanation, stated th at he had obtained it 
before he had consulted the lady, and she 
had positively declined to m ate w ith him 
when he did consult her. 
lie had met an­ 
other lady, however, w ith whom a con­ 
sultation resulted favorably, and another 
license was necessary. Judging from the

Tho Shebley F ish H atch ery , 
Fish Commissioner Buckingham yester­ 
day, says the Grass Valley Union of T hurs­ 
day, visited the State H atchery at Shebley's 
ranch to exam ine into its condition and 
with a view to its future operations. Al­ 
though during tho past season m uch diffi­ 
culty was experienced in obtaining spawn, 
yet there have been hatched 200,000 young 
fish, embracing land-locked salmon and 
Modoc and Tahoe trout. 
Of these, 12-5,000 
have been distributed to different lakes 
and streams, and there are yet on hand 75,­ 
000. Of these, about 80,000 are Modoc 
trout, and the rem ainder Tahoe trout. The 
former have attained a good size, being 
hatched early in the season, while the lat­ 
ter. being the last hutching, are smaller, 
but all are healthy and vigorous, and but 
very few have been lost. Tbe youngest fish 
arc yet kept in tbe spawning-troughs, but 
the others, about 00,000 in num ber, have 
been placed in artificial ponds, which arc 
supplied constantly with large streams of 
pure, cold water. The fish in the ponds 
arc fed regularly, and are doin ; finely. All 
these fish arc soon to be distributed in the ■ 
counties contiguous to the Bay of Ban Fran­ 
cisco—Santa Cruz, Monterey, M arin, etc. 
The Commissioners feel that their efforts in 
the culture of these excellent fish have 
been quite successful w ith the lim ited 
m eans at their command, which have been 
w holly inadequate to the wants and de­ 
mands of the various sections of th e State, 
as there is such a general interest now felt 
in stocking the streams with good fish that 
the Commissioners arc constantly im por­ 
tuned to do more than they have had the 
ability to accomplish. The means at their 
com m and have been in large part used for 
the protection of tlie salmon fishery, and 
yet more is required in that direction. 
To m ake the labors of the Commission 
completely effective larger appropriations 
will he necessary, and it is to be hoped that 
the incom ing Legislature will give such 
assistance as to reach the object designed 
when the Board of Commissioners was first 
established. The bill pa-sed by the Assem­ 
bly at the late extra session of the Legisla­ 
ture, but failed in the Senate for want of 
time, was designed to place the work of the 
Commission on a good footing without 
draw ing to any groat extent upon tlie State 
treasury, and would have been very ac- 
centable to those engaged directly in the 
fishing interests. To keep up the supply of 
salmon the State must own a hatchery, as 
th at belonging to the Federal Government 
is about to go into disuse, and besides it is 
not properly located to suit the purposes of 
the State. The Sta'e m ust spend more 
money than heretofore if the best results 
are to be obtained from the hatching of 
fish. 
As it is now, for w ant of proper fa­ 
cilities the young fish are distributed too 
soon, and a considerable percentage o f loss 
ensues from their destruction by larger 
fish when they are placed in the lakes and 
streams. The hatcheries belonging to the 
State should lie on a scale large enough, by 
tbe construction of perm anent ponds, that 
tbe voting fish could be kept until they are 
a year old. when they reach an age and size 
that would m ake them comparatively free 
from the dangers th at young fish but a few 
m onths old encounter by their distribution 
in the streams.

the future m arket prevails. 
No doubt 
there are dealers here who claim th at the 
m arket is off this week, in sym pathy with 
the decline in London: yet we would like 
to see those m erchants g oon the m arket 
and buy strictly choice hops below 23cents. 
Un the other hand, we adm it it m ight be 
equally as difficult to sell a choice article at 
23 cents. The fact is, exporters have been 
about the only buyers, and they do not, 
generally speaking, quibble over a cent or 
a half cent, so long a> they get the quality 
wanted. Should London keep on declining 
we may, by the tim e of next issue of the 
Circular, be called upon to reduce our quo­ 
tations; for it would hardly be reasonable 
to expect New York to hold out for present 
asking prices in the face of declining m ar­ 
kets in Europe. Such a course would stop 
exports at once and bring business at a 
complete standstill. 
The ball m ust be 
kept rolling, otherwise we shall not he able 
to get rid of our large surplus. 
Twenty- 
two cents is the asking price to-day for 
choice ho|>s in the interior o f the State, but 
to effect sales not over 20 cents could be 
realized.

W h e n C h i ld r e n G ro w H e a v y .— Af- 
tor a careful investigation iff the normal 
weights of 150 children between the ages 
of 9 and 16, Professor M ailing Hansen, of 
Copenhagen, states that a child may weigh 
from one to two pounds more at night than 
in the morning, and may be over a pound 
and a half lighter ¡11 tlie m orning than in 
the evening before. 
From one evening to 
the next he may increase one pound or de­ 
crease three-fourths of a pound. 
A child’s 
weight shows three m arked periods of va­ 
riation during the year, v iz : 
A period of 
decrease from the m iddle of May to the 
m iddle of Ju ly ; next a period of much 
increase from the middle of Ju ly to th e 
m iddle of November; and then a period of 
little or 110 change from the middle of Xo- 
vember to the m iddle of May. 
On the 
whole, the increase of a child’s weight is 
lim ited to one-fourth or one-fifth of the 
year, the rest of the tim e showing cither 
loss of w eight or compensation for loss. 
The appetite varies greatly but regularly 
w ith the months, being greatest in M arch 
anil least in January. 
Boys eat one-fifth 
more than girls, lmt often grow heavy less 
rapidly. 


A P o s ta l C h an g e.—The rule governing 
undelivered letters sent from hotels has 
heretofore been to send them to the Dead 
Letter Office, regardless of the request to 
return them to the hotel. The rule lias 
been amended by Postmaster-General H at­ 
ton. as follows; 
“ Unclaim ed letters in­ 
closed In envelopes upon which hotel cards 
are printed should not be returned to the 
m ailing office, unless such envelopes have 
w ritten or printed thereon the words ‘re­ 
turn to,’ in addition to the hotel cards. 
Proprietors of hotels should om it the usual 
return request ¡rom | nvelopes supplied to 
their guests, and guests using such enve­ 
lopes should be careful to designate w hat 
disposition should lie made of the letters 
sent by them , in case they cannot be de­ 
livered.”

C. H . Dwindle, of the A gricultural E x­ 
perim ental Station of the U niversity of 
California, issues the following Bulletin, 
No. 22, dated Berkeley, November 15th : 
Seeds of the kinds named l>elow will t>e 
distributed by the College of A griculture 
of the U niversity of California to citizens 
of California. 
Postage to the amount in­ 
dicated should accompany every applica­ 
tion. 
Beyond this no charge is made. Per­ 
sons applying should give their second and 
third choice, if the kind tirst named is all 
gone, or say that the inclosed stamps are 
to be returned after deducting postage on 
the return letter. 
The announcement of 
scions and plants to be distributed will be 
made later. 
This distribution is made for 
the purpose of ascertaining the adaptation 
of clim ate and practical value ot the 
several kinds, in the different climates and 
soils of the State, and persons receiving 
them are retjnested 
to report results, 
w hether success or failure, and it the lat­ 
ter. from w h at apparent causes. 
Ail appli­ 
cations are to be addressed to Prof. E. \\ . 
Il igard, Berkeley, Alameda county, Cal. 
Tiie following cereal grains are in one- 
pound packages;

BA.KI.KYS. 
Six-rowed Barley; A very different type 
from th at commonly grown on this coast, 
and we believe that for some localities and 
uses it is much to lie preferred. 
The ar­ 
rangement and size of the grains in the 
head are such as to show six distinct rows, 
instead of the crowded appearance, which 
makes our common barley pass as four- 
rowed. 
The straw is of onlv moderate 
le n g th , stro n g , 
id very erect, m aking it 
loss liable to lodge than most other varie­ 
ties. 
The yield is among the highest that 
we have recorded in our garden experi­ 
ments. 
Last year, while in Colorado, we 
found that this type of barley had been 
accepted as best suited to t hat elevated 
plateau region. 
O ur stock was raised from 
seed in the Brenner colic tion, imported 
from Europe, where the grain is also par­ 
ticularly valued for m ountain lands. 
We 
commend this grain fora general trial, and 
in particular for the northern valleys of 
the State. 
Rice, Sprat, or Battle-door Barley: In 
soma respects there is a close resemblance 
between this variety and the last, as in its 
upright straw, heads of even bight, and 
spreading beards. 
Straw very short, 
it 
has two row-, of grain in a very short head, 
so that 
lie beards stand in the form of a 
battle-door. 
The grain is said to swell 
when cooked, as rice does. 
T he yield is 
fair, . 
the hardy plant adapted to 
m ountain regions—an interesting variety. 
Prick’s B arley: An excellent grain of 
line brewing grade. 
Head two-rowed, hut 
mqj’e compact and upright than the Cheva­ 
lier. 
The plant is also said to he less 
affected by drought. 
Scotch Two-rowed B arley: In a series of 
ycais this has proved to he a very superior 
grain, both in yield and quality, .'W* well as 
in not lodging as badly as Chevalier. 
We 
have good reports from seed sent out in 
former years. 
im perial Two-rowed : Good, but not as 
well proved as some others. 
Carter's Prolific: True to its name, this 
kind tillers a great deal, and I tears a large 
num ber of heads of rather .light grain. 
Adapted to the production of feed barley, 
or to sow for hay. 
Nepaul, Bald, Spoon or l’earl B arley: 
H aving no harsh beards,and thrashing out 
clean from the chaff) this is a curiosity to 
many farmers. As green forage it is greatly 
relished by all domestic animals, including 
poultry. 
An excellent soiling crop. 
Hay 
made from it is the highest priced in this 
market. 
The plant is more subject to rust 
and attacks of aphis than common barley. 
The soil should lie in good heart, and well 
tilled, and the crop sown the latter part of 
January, in this section. 
Blue B arley: Although bearded, this is 
another of the smooth barleys, which lose 
th eir chaff in thrashing. 
The grain is 
d :rk blue or purple, and the stem and fo­ 
liage partake of the same eolor while 
growing. 
Reports from parties receiving 
seed from us state that bogs arc very fond 
of the green plant, so th at it should form 
good pasture for them .

Angola Panic (Panicum spertabile): Fre­ 
quently 
called 
“ evergreen 
m illet.” 
Spreading rapidly bv underground root 
stocks, this grass gives a 
very 
large 
amount of coarse bu t good forage. 
In 
the warmer parts of th e State, with irri­ 
gation, 
enormous yields 
are 
reported. 
Frosts cut this grass to the surface of the 
ground, but it grows again as soon as 
warm w eather returns. 
It should not be 
planted where perm anent grass is not 
wanted. 
Pound packages of root-stocks, 
tw enty cents. 
To those afflicted w ith “ F o x ta il” or 
other 
undesirable grasses we specially 
commend a thorough trial of these four 
varieties, putting them in early, in the 
hope of sm othering the had ones. 


BLACK WATTLE.

The bark of 
this tree, as grown on the U niversity 
grounds, contains, as heretofore stated 
(Bulletin No. 4) over 30 per cent, of tan­ 
nin when in the air-dried condition, while 
that of the oaks usually amounts to only 
10 or 12. 
The tree is a rapid grower, and 
is usually stripped in its eighth to tenth 
year, when 30 to 40 feet high. 
Does well 
on heavy :ls well as light soils, provided 
they are deep; is doubtless hardy from 
Sacramento southward, possibly farther 
north on light soils. 
The seed is very 
hard and should be soaked well in warm 
w ater until softened, before sowing, other­ 
wise it mav* he in the ground a year before 
coining up.

I ts l ’reseu t S tatu s In th e U n ited S tates. 
From tim e to tim e we read in American 
and European papers 
alleged 
statistics 
of the silk industry in the U nited States. 
Recently a G erm an wool pajier had an 
article referring to 
the 
production of 
American silk m anufacturers in w hich the 
production for 1884 is estim ated as being 
worth $60,000,00(1. 
T his amount is in all 
probability about $15,000,000 too high, for 
last year (1883) the production amounted 
to $44,000,000, and since January 1st the 
production has been greatly restricted and 
will hardly overreach th at of 1883. 
The 
consequences of the restriction are severely 
felt in all of the large silk producing 
points, 
especially at Paterson, 
N. J., 
where, it is said, about 5,000 silk opera­ 
tives 
are idle. 
The predom inance of 
velvet, velveteens and plushes for ladies’ 
dresses in place of silk, and the tendency 
of fashion toward the English lustrous 
goods, as silk warp H enriettas, have, to a 
large extent, interfered w ith the produc­ 
tion of American dress silks. 
Ribbons, 
which in prior years formed a large part 
of the American silk 
manufacture, are 
only produced in lim ited quantities, most 
of the mills now working only three-quar­ 
ter time. 
The im portations of silk goods 
for the first nine m onths of 1884 were in 
excess of those of the corresponding period 
of last year, owing to heavy im ports of 
velvet and plushes, and probably the im­ 
ports for 1884 will excel the total of last 
year. 
A G erm any trade paper recently said 
th at the English silk manufacturers could 
no longer compete with the ribbon mills 
of Paterson, N. .J., and the broad goods of 
M anchester, Conn. 
In the same article it 
is pretended th a t the American working 
classes prefer costly silk dresses to other 
goods, and that the consumption of silks 
had reached such dimensions that the pro­ 
duction of France is not sufficient to supply 
the American consumption. 
True, the 
1 nited States consume proportionately a 
greater amount of silks than any other 
country (China perhaps excepted). 
The 
amount may be estim ated at $110,000,000, 
including the duty of 50 per cent, on the 
true value of the im ported goods, of which 
$65,000,000 represents the foreign and 
$45,000,000 the American production. 
From 
the foregoing 
statem ent—th at 
France is not able to supply the American 
m arket—it m ight he concluded th at the 
French silk manufacturers have so many 
orders from America th at they cannot fill 
them ; w hile in reality the French, G er­ 
man and Swiss manufacturers are loudlv 
complaining of the almost total absence of 
orders from th e U nited States and conse­ 
quent stagnation of the silk trade. 
The 
American silk manufacturers, w ith few ex­ 
ceptions, are also complaining of the de­ 
pression. 
The subjoined figures are intended to 
enable the European trade papers to form 
an idea of the expansion of the silk indus­ 
try in the United States. 
There are at 
present 447 silk m anufacturers in this 
country, including those engaged in throw­ 
ing and weaving, of which num ber 173nre 
in New York (city and State), 120 in New 
Jersey, <17 in Pennsylvania, 36 in Connec­ 
ticut, 38 in Massachusetts, !) in California, 
6 in Illinois, 5 in M aryland, 4 in Ohio, 2 
in Utah, 1 in Delaware, Louisiana, Maine, 
Missouri, New H am pshire 
and Rhode 
Island each. 
The largest weaving estab­ 
lishm ents are at Manchester, Conn., in New 
York city. W est Hoboken and Paterson, N. 
J. 
There arc 131 m ills producing dress 
goods, satins, handkerchiefs and ribbons; 
the rem ainder manufacture sewing silks, 
m achine twists, dress and cloak trimmings. 
•Sewings and twist m ills are found princi­ 
pally in the New England States; trim ­ 
ming manufacturers are mostly located in 
New York, Philadelphia, 
Boston 
and 
other large cities. 
Although these mills 
produce about $40,000,000 worth of goods, 
th e im ports since 1882 have not m ate­ 
rially 
decreased 
in the 
volume 
of 
goods, for prices two years ago were from 
15 to 20 per cent, higher than at present. 
T aking the im ports for 1S82 at $41,400,000 
and those of 1883 at $35,100,000, a differ­ 
ence of $6,300,000 is apparent on the in­ 
voice value, hut this is fully equalized by 
the shrinkage of prices; 
in other words, 
we imported for $35,000,000 about as many 
yards, etc., of silk goods as for $41,000,000 
in the previous year. 
As stated above, the 
im ports for 1884 largely exceed those of 
1S83, and, consequently, the situation of 
the American silk industry is not very 
brilliant, owing to the excessive use of 
velvet. 
W hy with 477 m ills in 
the U nited 
States the raw m aterial is not produced 
here is the question asked hv th e foreign­ 
ers. 
Many attem pts have iieen and are 
-till being made to raise silk, hut the pro- 
dttet is invariably so high in cost that no 
m anufacturer could entertain the thought 
of using American raw silk. 
T he almost 
total lack of experienced hands, the high 
cost of labor, and the duty on imported 
reeling maehinery, swell the cost price, 
and if, as the -ilk culturists imagine, $!< 
should he realized for American silk, such 
a ¡«rice for raw m aterial would put an end 
to the industry in this country. 
W hat in­ 
fluence the free distribution of eggs by the 
G overnm ent will have remains to he seen.

H o w P o s ta l C u r r e n c y W a s I n v e n te d . 
Postal currency, which was the “change” 
during the war and until the resumption 
of specie payments, was the invention of 
General Spinner, who had represented the 
Syracuse District of New York in Con­ 
gress and had lieen appointed Treasurer of 
the United States by President Lincoln. 
Small change had vanished, and in buying 
a dinner in the market cliange had to lie 
taken in beets, cabbages, potatoes and what 
not. General Spinner was constantly ap­ 
pealed to from all quarters to do something 
to supply the demand for small change, 
lie had no law under which he could act, 
hut after buying a half-dollar’s worth of 
apples several times and receiving for his 
half-dollar in change more or less different 
kinds of produce lie began to cast around 
for a substitute for small change. 
In his 
dilemma lie bethought himself of the post­ 
age stamp, 
lie sent down to the Postoffice 
Department and purchased a quantity of 
stamps. 11c then ordered up a package of 
the paper upon which Government securi­ 
ties were printed, 
lie cut the paper into 
various sizes. 
On the pieces he pasted 
stamps to represent different amounts. He 
thus initiated a substitute for fractional 
silver.»» This was not, however, a Govern­ 
ment transaction in any sense. It could not 
lie. General Spinner distributed his im­ 
provised currency among the clerks of the 
Department. They took it readily, and 
the trade folks more readily. 
The idea 
spread. The postage stamps, either de­ 
tached or ¡lasted upon a piece of paper, 
lieeanie the medium of small exchange. 
It was dubbed “ postal currency.” 
From 
this General Spinner got his idea of the 
fractional currency and went before Con­ 
gress with it. That body readily adopted 
it, and hut a short time after General 
Spinner had begun pasting operations a 
law was on the statute hook providing for 
tlie* issue of the fractional currency which 
became so popular. 
The fac-similc of post­ 
age stamps was put on each piece of cur­ 
rency, and for a long time it was known as 
“ postal currency.” An enormous amount 
never was presented for redemption, and 
the Government was consequently the 
gainer.—[Hen. Ferley Poore, in Boston 
Budget. 


N n v V se f o r S e a w e e d . 
What may eventually prove of incalcu­ 
lable benefit to thousands of people in the 
Western Isles of Scotland, or w herever sea­ 
weed is cast ashore in abundance, was de- 
scrilied in a lecture on the economic appli­ 
cations of seaweed, delivered before the 
Society 
of Arts, 
L o n d o n , hv Kdward 
Stanford. 
Clitinieal 
advancement 
and 
mineralógica! discovery have combined to 
render the industry of the old kelp burner 
profitless. 
Now, however, despite the 
Stassfurt salt deposits and the “ caliche” 
of South America, science lias come at 
length to the aid of the long idle gatherer 
of seaweed. 
After the salts have been ex­ 
tracted from the seaweed there remain 
two-thirds of the plant, and this residue 
has lieen found to contain a large propor­ 
tion of cellulose and a peculiar new sub­ 
stance called “ algin.” 
A hundred tons 
of air-dried “ tangle” can yield fifteen tons 
of cellulose and twenty tons of algin. The 
algin is a glutinous substance, having four­ 
teen times the viscosity of starch and 
thirtv-sevcn times that of g tin i arabio. 
It 
is excellent for sizing fabrics and for serv­ 
ing as a mordant in dyeing. 
In cookery it 
is useful for thickening soups, and it can 
take the [dace of gum arabio in the work 
of the confectioner. 
11 prevents incrusta­ 
tion in steam boilers, and mixed with sea- 
wood charcoal answers well for covering 
boilers and steam pipes. 
When bleached 
and hardened under pressure it can he 
turned and polished. 
It makes a good 
tough and transparent paper. 
It is a non­ 
conductor of electricity. These applica­ 
tions i f algin carry with them their own 
recommendation. 
When the seaweed is 
burned or calcined iti retorts a light porous 
charcoal remains, from which the salts are 
easily washed out. 
This charcoal contains 
no sulphides and closely resembles animal 
rhare'oal. The distillate yields a tolerable 
illuminating gas, which contains, however, 
too much of sodium salts, and from the 
distillate ammonia and a useful tar can be 
collected. 


G ig a n tic F o s s il s . 
Among the most remarkable of all ex- 
uct animals yet discovered may lie named 
e zuglodoti. This ancient palcontolog- 
il creature was once an inhabitant of the 
usl lagoons that on. e exist' d near the 
outh of the Mississippi river. 
He was 
und in the great limestone beds in the 
ate of Alabama, where in solid rock lie 
posed entombed for at least a thousand 
nturies. 
His great laxly passed into 
ACS and ashes, and the mold which was 
ade by his skeleton filed up with carbon­ 
e of lime and became solid. So the ecl­ 
ated Dr. Koch, the great Germanpaleon- 
logist, found this immense reptile or 
indesoript. 
He was not a snake, not a 
h, not an alligator ; hut yet he had parts 
at resembled all these creatures. 
His 
ssil remains (once on exhibition in St. 
mis, but finally destroyed in tjie Chicago 
e), which were fae similes of ids bones, 
assured 105 
feet 
from his 
nose to 
c end of his tail. There is no living or 
tinct animal that had a head anything 
;c him. 
It was 10 feet long; the jaws 
feet. They were armed with teeth sinii- 
r to those of the narwal whale. The cir- 
mfereinib'of his body at the lldcke-t part 
uld not have lieen less than 24 feet, 
e 
was 
provided 
with 
an 
excuse 
r ,a scapula or shoulder-blade; 
to 
is was added a tuinerus (upper hone of 
e arm) and a small radius and ulna (the 
ro lower hones of the arm) and two or 
ree phalanges similar to the bones of the 
iman hand. 
This appendage could not 


have lieen of much use in propelling the 
monster. 
The work was undoubtedly^done ^ 
by his vast eel-like tail, which was quite 60 i 
feet in length. 
As a tighter this fellow I 
could certainly have vanquished allcomers. , 
He could have chewed the largest alligator 
with as much ease as a sea bass would 
swallow a mossbunker. 
The mastodon Missourium was a huge 
elephant, without a trunk, at least not such 
a snout as the elephants we have in this 
age. 
He was a grass-eater and lived in the 
vast prairies which reach from \ \ estern 
New Y o r k directly west to the foothills of 
the Rocky Mountains. We find his bones 
in a good'state of preservation only a little 
way beneath the surface, showing that he 
is of recent origin as compared with those 
gigantic fossils which are all stone. 
1 hese 
animals have filled their places in nature, 
and when their surroundings were no 
longer suitable to their existence they be­ 
came extinct. So it will be in the flight 
of centuries; animals that live now will 
pass away.—[New York Morid. 


T h e G r e a te s t J u m p e r - # 
We know of no living tiling that will 
compare with the common Ilea in strength 
and agility. A flea one-sixteenth of an 
inch in length, can jump a distance of 
twenty inches. This is three hundred and 
twenty times its length. 
II we should re­ 
quire a six-foot man to jump three hundred 
and twenty times liis length lie would have 
to land one thousand nine hundred and 
twenty feet from where lie left the ground. 
Our common gray rabbit is one of the 
best jumpers we have. 
It is very easy to 
measure the strides of this nimble little 
fellow in a slight fall of snow. 
When he 
is pushed by a swift dog liis jumps on level 
ground are about nine feet clear. 
In pro­ 
portion to length, a horse tojump as far as 
a rabbit would have to clear sixty-four feet 
at a jump. There is no quadruped that has 
such powerful muscles in liis quarters as 
the rabbit, and none excel him in the 
muscles of his loin and back. 
The horse, on the contrary, cannot jump 
more than 27 feet. 
Longfellow jumped 
this distance in all liis great races. 
No 
doubt the great Miss Woodford can and 
does jump 26 and 27 feet in her best races. 
Goldsmith Maid stepped with her hind 
feet 17 feet when she was going at a 2:15 
gait. 
It is said that Flying Dutchman, a trot­ 
ter under the saddle of the olden time, 
stepped twenty-two feet. 
If Mr. Bonner 
should measure the stride of Matul S. lie 
would find it not less than twenty feet. 
The gaited horse, next to the galloping 
gait, will he found to he the pacer. 
His 
reach is twenty feet when he goes liis best. 
A man, taking his size, outjumps a horse. 
It is well known, too, that a man is supe­ 
rior in strength, endurance and agility to 
the horse. 
As a traveler, man holds the 
first place in the ranks of all animals that 
move over the surface of the earth.

S A N F R A N C IS C O 
M A R K E T . 


T h e l t i r d T h a t P ic k s C r o c o d ile s ’ T e e th . 
In the case of tlie great saurian of the 
Nile, all that Aristotle tells us is borrowed 
from Herodotus, with the exception of the 
number of eggs it is expected to lay; and 
it is curious to notice that he even tells the 
story of the little bird (trochilos) which 
eats the leeches out of the erocodile’s'mouth 
—a story long discredited, but which has 
lieen to a great extent corroborated by 
M. Geofl'roy Saint-IIilaire, the eminent 
French naturalist, who long resided in 
Egypt, and had repeated occasions to ascer­ 
tain that the story of Herodotus was cor­ 
rect, in substance at least. 
He found that 
a little bird, the black-headed 
plover 
j Pluvianus segyptius), flies incessantly from 
place to place, searching everywhere, even 
in the crocodile’s mouth, for insects, such 
as gnats, which attack the great saurian in 
innumerable swarms, and entering his 
mouth cover the inner surface of his pal­ 
ate with a brownish-black crust. 
The lit­ 
tle plover comes and delivers him from his 
troublesome enemies. That curious friend­ 
ships exist between animals widely differ­ 
ent from each other in form and habit is 
well known to naturalists; we may in­ 
stance the case of the rhinoceros and hip­ 
popotamus, which are often attended by 
little birds known as rhinoceros birds, 
which feed on the ticks and other parasites 
that infest those beasts, and which serve as 
well to warn them of approaching danger; 
the great pachyderms . tilly understand the 
bird’s warning, and doubtless appreciate its 
good offices.—[Edinburgh Review. 


W e a lth o f t h e O c e a n . 
Sailing in the John Williams northeast 
of Lord Howe’s Island, at dawn of Decem­ 
ber 19th tilt., the ocean swarmed with 
small fish resembling sprats. Sea birds 
hovered aliove, gorging to their hearts’ 
content. Shortly afterward shoals of lio- 
nito (Tinnitus pelatnys) camejalong in hot 
pursuit. 
With half a dozqii pearl oyster- 
1 looks, and no bait whatever, in less than 
an hour we caught 110 bonito, the greatest 
part of which was salted down. 
Through­ 
out the day we were slowly sailing through 
a countless multitude of bonito. 
After 
Captain Turpie had desired the fishers to 
cease their occupation (as our salt was 
done), one or two furtively and cruelly 
amused themselves J»v catching these line 
fish and throwing them back alive into the 
ocesn. 
We might easily have caught a 
couple 
of 
thousand 
before 
sunset. 
Throughout the following night the sea was 
illuminated; 
for as the bonito rushed 
through the water near the surface they 
became phosporcscont—a sight never to lie 
forgotten 
by those 
who 
witnessed it. 
Toward day-break, 
however, 
a strong 
breeze sprang up, and we saw no more of 
those moving masses of fire. The bonito 
liolongs to the mackerel family. 
It is 
usually thirty inches in length and twenty 
inches round, and of a steel-blue color, 
with four stripes along cadi side. 
The 
flesh is of a dark color, and [¡roved an ac­ 
ceptable change of diet to all on board.— 
[\V. Wyatt Gill. 


F if ty Y e a r s D ill R u t t e r . 
Fifty years ago, says a dispatch from 
Guilderland Station, N. Y., to the Chicago 
AVir.i, tiie dupp family,famous Hudson val­ 
ley butter-makers of that day, occupied the 
farm now liclonging to Charles Met -hesney, 
near this station. 
Mrs. Jupp’s butter was 
always [nicked in peculiarly-shaped earthen 
crocks, and commanded a high price in the 
Albany and other markets, 
lie fore send­ 
ing a crock of butter to market it was her 
custom to lower it into a well on the 
premises, which was noted for its verv cold 
water. 
Mrs. dupp would leave the butter 
hanging in the water for several hours, and 
when taken out it would he as hard and 
cold as ice. 
I hie day in ' S34 she was 
lowering a crock of butter into the well 
w hen the rope broke and the crock fell to 
the bottom. 
No effort was ever made to 
recover it. 
For the first time in its his­ 
tory this well became almost dry during 
the recent long drought in that vicinity. A 
few days ago Farmer Met hesney was clean­ 
ing tiie well out, when he found the crock 
Mrs. dupp had lost fifty years ago. In tak­ 
ing the crock from the well Met'hesney ac­ 
cidentally broke it. 
It was about onc- 
quartcr full of butter, which was as solid 
and sweet as it was the day it was put 
down half a century ago. 
The crock and 
its contents are on exhibition at the Me- 
Ghesnev farm, and hundreds have called to 
see them.

U t i l i z e d .- — “Yes, we 
have operated the Buffalo Telephone Ex­ 
change for the past ten days with electric­ 
ity made at Niagara Falls,” was the inter­ 
esting remark made by the manager of the 
Bell Telephone Company. “A great many 
people have urged the feasibility ot util­ 
izing the Niagara l-'alls for water-jKiwer 
purposes, claiming that in them was [lower 
enough to drive every machine operated 
in that State—if it could be connected. 
The company has two wires to Niagara 
Falls. Only one of these has been used at 
night. 
As an experiment we placed a gen­ 
erator in the pa[ier mills of Quinhy & Co. 
at Niagara Falls which runs at night, and 
connected the machine with our twenty 
miles of wire. The result has been a suc­ 
cess. 
If you ring up Folice Headquarters 
at midnight to-night, your answer from 
the central office will he made by electric­ 
ity made at Niagara Falls.” “ How many 
telephones are supplied with the new 
power?” 
“We have about fifteen hundred 
instruments in use- in this citv and con­ 
nections with about three hundred towns 
and villages which have an aggregate’of 
three thousand instruments.

Condition of Do Young. 
S an F rancisco, November 21st.—M. II. 
De Young, who was shot by Adolph 
Spreekels Wednesday afternoon, was to­ 
day reported by l)r. Murphy, his attending 
physician, to be somewhat better than yes­ 
terday, although he is yet, as the doctor 
says, " a very sick man. ’ Last night the 
patient slept only about an hour. Dr. 
Kahn, a relative, was at his side all night, 
and to-day was relieved by Dr. llegens- 
bergor. There is some traumatic fever 
noticeable, and its increase is feared. The 
patient suffers considerable pain, complain­ 
ing of his side and shoulder. No effort has 
yet been made to find the bullet that en­ 
tered the left shoulder-pnint. as the condi­ 
tion of the patient will not warrant the 
operation. He says little, and has not re­ 
ferred to the trouble at ail in the presence 
of the physicians. No one is allowed to see 
him besides members of his family. 
Concerning Emerson's case lawyers assert 
that had he fatally wounded Spreekels, the 
act would be justifiable, and cite in support 
of this opinion Section 938 of the Penal 
Code, which reads, in defining justifiable 
homicide: “ When the homicide is com­ 
mitted in prevention of a forcible and atro­ 
cious crim e: as. for instance, where the 
deceased was in the act of robbing or mur­ 
dering another.” 
Young Spreekels remains closely at home, 
receiving the visits of none but his most 
intimate friends. While his arm pains him 
considerably, nothing serious is expected to 
result from the wound.

V ictoria, November 21st.—Last night, 
in the harbor, some Italian fishermen, haul­ 
ing in their net, discovered in the meshes 
the dead body of an Indian, supposed to be 
one of the two drowned from tiie capsizing 
of a canoe two days ago. 
The hark Fleettving, from Burrard Inlet 
with lumber for Australia, has put back in 
a leaky condition.

One county in Washington Territory 
elected a woman School Superintendent. 
The adding of a portion of Shoshone 
county, Idaho, to Nez. Perce county is being 
agitated. 
The low price of grain is reported to 
have caused much depression of trade in 
Fresno county. 
The Canvassing Board of Oneida county.

Some of the apiarists of San Diego 
county are selling but a portion of their 
crop of honey, on account of low prices.

The registry law has proved that there 
were in Idaho many foreigners who have 
been voting for years without having even 
declared their intention of becaming citi­ 
zens of the United States. Several ranches 
have in consequence been jumped. 
The lumber season in western Nevada is 
virtually over. All the sawmills, with the 
exception of the Richardson or Boca Com­ 
pany, have shut down. Much of the lum­ 
ber tiiis year was ties and timber for the 
railroad, and considerable mining timber 
was shipped to Arizona. 
Edward Lamb, a stockman and rancher 
at Currant creek, Nyc county. Nevada, has 
been found dead in his cabin. He was 
shot through the right arm'with a rilie, the 
ball entering the body through the armpit.

“ Colleges ” in O hio. 
It is a fact, perhaps not generally known, 
that Ohio has more so-called colleges than 
any other State in the Union. 
While 
Illinois and New York have twenty-eight 
each, and Pennsylvania twenty-six, no 
other State having more than nineteen, 
Ohio has thirty-five. But it is only in the 
number of these institutions that the State 
can lioast. Their aggregate income from 
productive funds is hut $202,510, mid from 
tuition fees hut $125,382, while the value 
of all grounds and buildings is but $3,192,­ 
840, and the number of volumes in their 
libraries but 1131,302. The number of stu­ 
dents, however, in the preparatory col­ 
legiate departments compares favorably 
with the older States, New York only sur­ 
passing Ohio. How much better endowed 
the colleges of Massachusetts are than 
those of Ohio may he seen at a glance. 
A\ ith hut seven colleges they have an in­ 
come from productive funds of $291,812, 
and receipts from tuition of $l(iii,53S, and 
308,126 volumes in their libraries, hut the 
value of buildings and grounds is onlv 
$1,310,000. The colleges of New York 
and Pennsylvania are also much better en­ 
dowed than those of < fiiio, and are vastly 
richer in libraries and apparatus. Michi­ 
gan, with only nine colleges, shows up 
better than Ohio in the provision made 
for their up[mrt. These figures, which 
might he tediously multiplied, give rise 
to the suspicion that many of our colleges 
are. in fact, little better than academics, 
and are colleges only in name, and this 
suspicion is rather ei 
tiled by the dis­ 
proportionate number of scholars in the 
preparatory departments and in the regular 
college course.—[Cincinnati Commercial 
i iazette.

Lord Bvron was one of those hyperes­ 
thetic mortals who are always doing, or at 
least contemplating, desperate tilings.

Although only 
about 36 years old, he went to work with a 
will, and, according to the papers left by 
him, almost had the crown in liis grasp 
when he fell a foolish victim to a couple of 
doctors. He had been suffering for some 
time from epileptic seizures and malaria. 
Two young doctors of high standing, and 
accounted skillful, were called to attend 
him. They found him weak and amende, 
having eaten nothing for five weeks but 
toast and tea.

no end of persuasion on the part of 
liis friends, he yielded—forced himself 
t i submit Throwing out both arms toward 
the doctors, he exclaimed: “ There you 
are, I see, a d—d set of butchers.

j liair upon portions of the human body, 
even after the lapse of many years. Ilenry 
Matthews was a good soldier during the 
war, and was at the front in some of the 
hottest engagements of that great struggle. 
As a member of Company II of the Forty- 
eighth Pennsylvania Volunteers, he was in 
the fight at Cold Harbor. On May 26, 
1864, he was struck down by a bullet, 
which entered the back part of his head. 
The ball passed through a [Kirtion of the 
brain, and was taken out above the fore­ 
head. The operation was performed by 
Dr. \V. R. 1). Blackwood, then Surgeon- 
General of the division, who now lives at 
No. 246 North Twentieth street, in this 
city. During the progress of the opera­ 
tion a mass of the brain, weighing about 
an ounce and a half and as large as an egg, 
escaped. The bullet, to which some of the 
brain matter and a portion of the scalp ad­ 
hered, was preserved, and upon his depart­ 
ure from the hospital was given to the 
wounded man, who, to the astonishment of 
the surgeon, recovered. He has suffered 
no mental inconvenience, and now occu­ 
pies a responsible clerical position in the 
Reading Railroad office at I’ottsville. 
When the bullet was presented to him 
twenty years ago at the hospital door, the 
brain matter and the little patch of scalp 
had dried up, but a few short hairs could 
be seen sticking out from the latter. The 
bullet had been considerably flattened, and 
somewhat resembled in shape a miniature 
clam shell. 
As time elapsed Mr. Matthews, who 
greatly prized this relic, noticed an aston­ 
ishing fact. 
The hairs, which at first 
were scarcely prominent enough to lie no­ 
ticed, were growing. 
Other hairs grew 
out also until a thick, black bunch ap­ 
peared at the back end of the bullet. At 
first liis friends refused to credit the story, 
although he showed the precious relic in 
proof. 
Once or twice he cut off’ the 
ends of the growing hair. It continued to 
grow. About a year ago Mr. Matthews 
came to Philadelphia and sought out Dr. 
Blackwood, to whom he exhibited the bul­ 
let, with its hunch of apparently healthy 
hair. The surgeon, in the presence of pro­ 
fessional witnesses, cut off an inch of the 
hair, measured that which remained, 
boxed and sealed up the bullet and placed 
it in trusty hands for safe-keeping. Re­ 
cently the package was opened. A care­ 
ful measurement showed that the hair had 
grown over an inch since the ball hud been 
last seen, and Dr. Blackwood said yester­ 
day: “ The fact is beyond dispute. Ap­ 
parently without nutrition, upon the dried- 
lip particle of scalp and brain, this hair 
had been and is now growing as surely, if 
not so luxuriantly, as it grew upon Mat­ 
thews’ head when lie was shot. I recollect 
the wound, the operation, and the pres­ 
entation of the relic to the injured man 
after his remarkable recovery. It seems to 
me to settle beyond doubt that hair can 
and does grow upon dead bodies. The fact 
has steadily been denied by medical jour­ 
nals and medical men generally, but the 
men who have charge of tiie Medical Col­ 
lege 1 subjects,’ those mysterious fellows 
who have every opportunity to know, 
nearly all declare that they continually 
witness the proof of it.” 
That hair can be transplanted, and will 
contract organic adhesion, is a recognized 
fact, and the American Cyclopedia says: 
“ Hair will grow after death and live for 
centuries.” But no such remarkable in­ 
stance as the hair growing on Mr. Mat­ 
thews’ bullet is on record.—[Philadelphia 
Record.

A Long Pnem nati:* T ube. 
This wonderful storv is told by the New 
York Graphic: “ A company is getting 
ready to build a pneumatic tnlie for carry­ 
ing letters and small packages from Chi­ 
cago to New York. The idea at first seems 
impracticable, but on examination it turns 
out to !«.• feasible. 
Two tubes are to he 
made of brass, which will run side by side, 
although it is said one tube will lie tried 
first. A powerful engine, with an exhaust 
wheel, is to Is' stationed at one end. ft is 
said that if tlie tube is properly made and 
planted no air will escape. The right of 
way, it is believed, can he secured for 
nothing, or at a nominal expense, and tlie 
main costwill lie the tubes, the engines and 
stations. A letter, a sample of grain, or 
package of any kind, which is to be sent, 
is inclosed in a leather ball. A ball pre­ 
sents the least friction as a rolling ob­ 
ject, and the leather is to he stiff and 
heavy. A continuous current of air is 
passing through the tube constantly. With 
one pi IK' the [dan is to reverse the engine 
every hour—the first hour forcing the air 
into it at Chicago and sending packages 
to New Y'ork, the next hour ex­ 
hausting 
the 
air at Chicago 
and 
drawing 
the 
packages 
as quickly 
hack. 
The 
men who have it in 
charge do not say how long it will take to 
send a package this way, but claim to be 
able to do it in less than a minute. Sta­ 
tions will be established at the important 
cities on the route. It is expected to pay 
a large profit, and to do the business of tlie 
telegraph companies, express companies 
and the mail. They say the scheme of 
sending crude petroleum by a pipe for long 
distances, as is now done, was laughed at 
at first, and that this one is more practi­ 
cable, if possible, and not nearly so costly, 
as the pijies are to be small, and can go 
around curves and over hills as well as on 
level.” 


A W om an’s H air. 
Mrs. Bladen, writing in Taggart'* Sun­ 
day Tina's, says that when a woman is over­ 
heated and tired, “ fixing her hair,” which 
means letting it fall loose, combing and re­ 
arranging it, is a more refreshing process 
than even bathing the face. When the 
hair is let down some sort of interior 
weight seems to pass off from the head. 
What Ls strange, however, is that, when 
made smooth and twisted, and again fast­ 
ened tightly, there is a still greater sensa­ 
tion of clearness and freedom inside the 
brain. It is an illustration of blowing hot 
and cold with the same breath—that is to 
say, two opposite processes produce a simi­ 
lar result. Here is an experiment the fair 
reader may try for herself. If.she takes 
down her hair and lets it fall about her 
shoulders, the first sensation is that of cool­ 
ness; but if allowed to hang loose the heat 
of the head increases very rapidly, and the 
tighter the hair is twisted or plaited the 
sooner this heat is relieved. If a woman’s 
hair is free from oils or pomades, and she 
combs it on a winter night with a rubber 
comb, electric sparks will fly out, and a 
crackling sound be emitted. If, with the 
hair hanging in this condition, she stands 
on a eluiir, the four legs of which are 
placed in ordinary glass tumblers, and 
points her finger at a gas-burner, she can 
light the gas with her touch. There will 
be a slight report and a sharp, tingling 
sensation in the end of the finger from 
which the electric spark passes. Now, if 
her hair is dressed—that is to say, smoothed 
with oils or pomades and tightly twisted— 
she can not light the gas by pointing the 
tip of her finger at it unless the electricity 
of her system is excited by friction, if she 
wears a silk dress and lias it rubbed with a 
fur muff, she can accomplish the feat, 
whii h would be a great saving of matches, 
but at the expense of a great deal of 
trouble.
